To  the  Directors  of  the  Babies'  Hospital: 

We  have  been  helping  to  turn  sick  babies  in  the  right  direction,  to  turn 
them  from  darkness  and  misery  to  light  and  to  happiness;  from  dullness 
and  pain  to  brightness  and  smiles  and  it  has  been  something  worth  working 
for. 

Besides  helping  the  babies  we  have  helped  the  mothers  quite  definitely. 
We  have  relieved  the  mothers  of  some  of  their  worst  worries  when  they 
thought  that  baby's  future  was  in  doubt  and  in  this  particular  way  we 
have  helped  two  persons.  Of  course  there  have  been  many  hours  of  un- 
certainty. 

A  little  sunshine,  some  quiet  sleep,  good  food  that  doesn't  irritate  the 
digestion,  has  frequently  done  more,than  medicine.  We  like  to  think  that 
in  our  Hospital  sympathy  is  playing  a  large  part;  it  seems  as  if  it  were  a 
requirement  in  a  happy  baby's  life. 

The  ignorance  in  the  mother  is  something  that  we  have  to  fight  against; 
the  backwardness,  the  hesitancy;  when  the  mother  should  bring  the  baby 
to  the  Hospital  she  often  does  not.  She  continues  to  feed  it  on  things  it 
should  never  get  and  while  she  is  experimenting,  the  baby  grows  gradually 
worse.  The  result  is  that  we  often  have  a  very  sick  baby  to  deal  with, 
when,  if  taken  in  time,  there  would  have  been  much  less  for  the  mother  to 
worry  about.

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MEDICAL  REPORT 

To  the  Directors  and  Board  of  Managers  of  The  Babies'  Hospital: 

No  notable  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital  during 
the  past  year.  The  most  striking  thing  seen  in  a  study  of  the  statistics  of 
the  year  is  the  steadily  increasing  proportion  of  acute  conditions  among 
the  patients  admitted  and  a  decreasing  proportion  of  chronic  conditions 
such  as  disorders  of  nutrition.  It  is  found  that  very  many  of  the  latter 
can  with  the  assistance  of  the  visiting  nurse  be  as  well  cared  for  in  the  Out- 
Patient  Department,  not  only  at  less  expense  to  the  Hospital,  but  with  the 
added  advantage  to  the  home,  in  that  the  latter  plan  involves  the  education 
of  the  mother  upon  whose  intelligence  the  future  welfare  of  the  children 
who  have  been  patients  largely  depends.  With  this  in  mind  the  policy 
has  been  adopted  of  shortening  the  time  for  which  infants  are  kept  in  the 
Hospital  and  transferring  them  as  soon  as  possible  to  the  Out-Patient  De- 
partment and  the  visiting  nurse.  Two  distinct  advantages  we  think 
have  resulted.  In  the  first  place  we  have  been  able  to  reach  in  the  year  a 
considerably  larger  number  of  children,  and  secondly,  many  groups  of 
patients,  notably  the  feeding  cases,  do  better  outside  the  hospital  walls 
after  the  most  important  symptoms  for  which  they  have  been  admitted 
have  been  overcome.  The  average  duration  of  the  stay  in  the  Hospital 
of  cases  of  this  group  for  the  years  1913  and  1914  was  about  seven  weeks. 
During  the  past  year  the  time  has  been  shortened  to  five  weeks  with,  we 
believe,  better  results.  The  same  thing  holds  true  with  reference  to  many 
other  conditions.  The  consequence  of  this  has  been  that  during  the  past 
year  the  average  stay  in  the  Hospital  of  all  patients  was  but  14.4  days. 
This  is  the  lowest  in  the  history  of  the  institution.  For  the  past  ten  years 
it  has  ranged  from  19  to  21  days. 

This  change  in  policy  will  make  necessary  an  expansion  of  our  work  in 
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two  directions,  first  in  the  efficiency  of  the  out-patient  service;  and  secondly, 
an  extension  of  the  visiting-nurse  service.  Both  these  things  will  be 
possible  at  comparatively  small  expense.  It  is  hardly  to  be  expected  that 
the  additional  outlay  be  met  by  reduced  expenses  in  the  ward  service;  for 
if  the  work  of  the  Hospital  is  to  be  chiefly  for  acute  cases  it  must  be  re- 
membered that  such  patients  will  require  a  larger  per  capita  expenditure 
for  nursing  and  medical  service  than  the  class  which  remains  for  a  longer 
time. 

Such  a  change  as  has  been  suggested  above  requires  a  closer  connection 
between  the  indoor  and  out-patient  services.  An  attempt  has  been  made 
to  secure  this  by  having  members  of  the  House  Staff  spend  a  certain  part 
of  their  time  in  the  Dispensary;  so  that  in  the  case  of  patients  transferred 
from  the  wards  to  the  Out-Patient  Department  there  occurs  no  change  of 
doctors  and  no  change  in  the  general  line  of  treatment. 

A  summary  of  the  general  work  of  the  year  as  compared  with  that  of 
the  previous  year  is  as  follows:

Some  groups  of  cases  treated  are  deserving  of  special'  mention.  -  There 
has  been  a  notable  increase  in  acute  respiratory  diseases  reported  in  the 
entire  city  during  the  past  year.  This  was  reflected  in  the  Hospital  ad- 
missions. There  were  treated  in  the  Hospital  190  cases  of  acute  pneumonia 
against  166  during  the  previous  year.  As  a  rule  only  the  most  severe 
cases  of  pneumonia  are  brought  to  the  Hospital  and  the  mortality  is  there- 
fore much  larger  than  it  is  outside. 

There  were  treated  during  the  warm  months  175  cases  of  acute  diarrheal 
disease  with  a  mortality  of  48.6  per  cent,  as  compared  with  137  such  cases

treated  in  the  previous  year  with  a  mortality  of  61.4  per  cent.  The  reason 
for  this  difference  may  in  part  have  been  due  to  improved  methods  of 
treatment,  but  is  chiefly  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  cases  this  year  were 
admitted  earlier.  Last  year  they  had  been  sick  on  the  average  eleven  and 
a  half  days  before  admission  and  this  year  but  nine  and  a  half  days.  Fur- 
thermore, last  year  15.4  per  cent,  died  in  the  first  twenty-four  hours,  this 
year  but  8.6  per  cent.  These  patients  were  also  sent  out  of  the  Hospital 
much  sooner,  generally  for  observation  in  the  Out-Patient  Department. 
The  Hospital  stay  of  these  patients  averaged  but  fifteen  days  against 
twenty-three  days  last  year.  This  shorter  hospital  treatment  was  made 
possible  by  the  fact  that,  owing  to  a  special  fund  contributed  for  that  pur- 
pose, we  were  able  to  -supply  protein  inilk — a  somewhat  complex  modifica- 
tion of  cow's  milk  upon  which  we  depend  largely  for  the  feeding  of  these 
cases — to  the  patients  after  their  discharge.  This  has  been  of  great  ad- 
vantage. 

Another  important  group  in  making  up  Hospital  mortality  is  the  pre- 
mature infants.  There  were  admitted  during  the  year  41  such  infants.  Of 
this  number  27  died  during  the  first  three  days  and  21  of  these  on  the  day 
of  admission;  of  13  who  survived  over  one  week  only  3  died  subsequently. 
All  were  followed  for  over  three  months  and  the, majority  for  over  six 
months.  The  average  weight  of  the  cases  that  were  saved  was  but  3  lbs., 
7  oz.  on  admission  and  only  two  weighed  over  4  lbs. 

The  mortality  of  the  137  cases  of  marasmus  known  as  "feeding  cases" 
was  37  per  cent.  Of  63  who  were  discharged  living  and  who  were  followed 
for  over  six  months,  only  9  subsequently  died;  11  could  not  be  traced;  43 
were  well.  Of  23  who  were  followed  for  less  than  six  months,  4  died  and  1 
was  not  found.  These  results  are  most  encouraging  in  these  most  difficult 
cases.  They  indicate  clearly  that  if  these  babies  can  be  safely  carried 
through  this  critical  period  a  very  large  number  of  them  are  permanently 
saved. 

Chemical  Laboratory. — The  work  in  the  Chemical  Laboratory  has  been 
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continued  as  usual  during  the  year  under  Miss  Courtney  and  Miss  Fales, 
and  several  important  original  contributions  have  been  made  by  them 
upon  problems  relating  to  infant  nutrition. 

Oceanic. — The  work  of  the  summer  at  the  Country  Branch  has  been  most 
satisfactory.  The  number  sent,  278,  is  the  largest  since  the  Country 
Branch  was  opened.  A  few  remained  for  a  month,  the  average  stay  being 
two  weeks.  The  usual  number  of  patients  at  one  time  was  between  45 
and  50,  in  charge  of  a  physician,  a  superintendent  and  18  nurses.  Most 
of  those  admittedjvere  former  patients  of  the  City  Branch  of  the  Hospital 
and  the  cases  as  a  rule  did  exceedingly  weU. 

The  general  mortality  of  all  cases  treated  during  the  year  was  26.9  per 
cent.  This  is  partly  explained  by  the  admission  of  38  more  patients  for 
operations  on  tonsils  and  adenoids,  by  47  cases  of  congenital  syphilis  read- 
mitted for  injections  of  salvarsan  and  11  more  children  sent  to  Oceanic 
than  in  the  previous  year.  Subtracting  these  cases  from  the  total  admis- 
sions the  mortality  corrected  for  comparison  with  previous  years  would 
be  28.6,  which  is  the  lowest  in  the  Hospital  records  since  1904. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  Attending  or  Consulting  Staff  for 
the  year.  In  closing  I  desire  to  bear  witness  to  the  faithful  work  of  Doctor 
Morgan,  the  Resident  Physician,  and  his  Assistants  during  the  year.

The  Dispensary  and  Visiting  Nurse  Committee  has  continued  its  regular 
work  during  the  past  year.  The  Committee  has  met  every  month  from  Oc- 
tober to  May  to  hear  Miss  Wallin's  report  of  patients  visited  and  on  relief 
distributed,  and  to  advise  with  her  as  to  the  best  disposition  to  be  made 
of  certain  cases.  That  the  work  is  increasing  is  shown  by  her  report,  of 
visits,  15,568  as  compared  with  14,039  last  year,  and  of  relief  given.  .

The  $12  given  for  special  cases  was  contributed  by  Doctors  Mersereau, 
Mixsell  and  Bartlett,  by  a  friend  of  Miss  Morgan's,  and  a  gift  of  $5  from 
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a  "grateful  Dispensary  mother."  Miss  Wallin  has  displayed  marked 
ability  in  handling  the  relief  work,  and  we  are  very  grateful  to  the  entire 
Dispensary  staff  for  their  faithfulness  and  zeal. 

In  the  spring  the  Board  of  Directors,  appreciating  the  need,  and  the 
bearing  of  relief  on  the  medical  work  of  the  Dispensary,  voted  the  Commit- 
tee an  allowance  of  $25.00  a  month  from  May  to  November  for  this  purpose. 
With  this  amount  and  the  continued  gifts  of  our  interested  friends  we  will 
be  able  to  relieve  pressing  distress  among  the  Dispensary  patients  and 
provide  needed  milk,  food  and  clothing  for  many  nearly  destitute  babies 
and  children.  Old  clothing  for  children  of  all  ages,  and  even  adults,  is  much 
needed  and  if  sent  to  Miss  Wallin  at  the  Dispensary  will  be  wisely  distrib- 
uted. 

The  Committee  provided  Christmas  baskets  for  22  of  the  Dispensary 
families,  who  otherwise  would  have  had  no  share  of  Christmas  cheer. 

There  were  reported  to  the  A.  I.  C.  P.  nine  families.  Of  these  two  received 
aid,  four  no  aid,  two  were  already  known  to  them,  but  we  fear  not  helped 
further,  one  no  report.  The  material  assistance  rendered  was  not  large 
in  proportion  to  the  need,  and  without  our  help  seven  of  these  families 
could  not  have  pulled  through.  We  feel  that  the  relief  work  is  next  to  the 
medical  work  the  most  important  carried  on  by  the  Hospital, — in  fact  in  the 
Dispensary  one  depends  much  upon  the  other  for  without  proper  food  and 
•surroundings  the  Dispensary  patient  cannot  profit  from  the  skill  of  the 
physician  and  we  therefore  beg  the  continuing  help  and  interest  of  all 
friends  of  the  Hospital  for  this  branch  of  the  work.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  INFANTS'  NURSES 

To  the  Directors  and  Board  of  Managers  of    The  Babies'  Hospital: 

There  has  been  no  important  change  in  the  past  year  in  the  course  of 
instruction  to  our  pupil  nurses.  As  it  has  been  possible  to  enter  pupils 
who  have  had  at  least  one  year's  work  in  a  private  family,  caring  for 
children,  we  are  able  to  secure  more  capable  workers,  thus  making  our 
nursing  service  more  efficient,  and  more  valuable  to  the  community  when 
the  training  in  the  Hospital  is  completed. 

Forty-nine  probationers  entered  the  training  school  during  the  year;  of 
these  three  were  rejected,  nine  resigned,  and  thirty-seven  were  accepted. 
The  number  of  graduates  this  year,  forty-feeven,  exceeds  that  of  any 
previous  year. 

We  report  with  regret  the  death  of  Ovide  Gerard  who  completed  her 
training  August  1,  1915. 

We  very  much  appreciate  the  time  given  by  Dr.  Stark  and  Dr.  Johnson 
for  medical  examinations  of  our  probationers.  The  services  of  Dr.  Chap- 
pell  and  Dr.  Page  during  illness  of  our  pupil  nurses  are  also  gratefully 
acknowledged . 

The  gifts  of  Mrs.  Oliver  G.  Jennings  at  Christmas  time  to  our  pupils 
gave  great  pleasure,  and  we  wish  here  to  acknowledge  her  kind  thoughtful- 
ness,  as  well  as  that  of  other  generous  friends  of  the  Hospital.  We  would 
also  mention  the  happiness  given  by  Mrs.  P.  A.  Valentine  to  the  200  or 
more  little  children  at  our  Christmas  celebration  held  annually  the  day 
before  Christmas.

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REPORT 

To  the  Directors  of  The  Babies''  Hospital: 

Gentlemen — We  have  completed  twenty-eight  years  of  work  in  the 
care  of  sick  babies  and  this  year — above  all  years  of  the  past — has  been  one 
not  unmixed  with  anxiety  owing  to  the  existence  of  infantile  paralysis. 
The  complete  report  of  this  will  be  found  in  the  account  of  the  year's  work 
submitted  by  Dr.  Holt.  Besides  having  had  to  labor  with  the  difficulty 
of  handling  this  epidemic  in  the  City  Hospital  we  had — through  the  Sum- 
mer Committee — to  contend  with  a  very  serious  question  at  Oceanic.  We 
had  fifty-one  children  there,  all  in  excellent  health  and  through  the  unre- 
mitting care  and  watchfulness  of  the  doctors  and  nurses  in  charge  we  passed 
through  the  summer  without  a  case,  although  there  were  many  anxious 
moments.  Nevertheless  our  summer  work  was  much  hampered  because 
we  felt  it  incumbent  upon  ourselves  to  restrict  altogether  the  sending  of 
other  children  from  the  city  to  Oceanic  and  for  a  time  we  were  prevented  by 
the  authorities  from  returning  those  that  were  there. 

Great  credit  is  due  to  the  Summer  Committee  for  their  efficient  handling 
of  a  most  difficult  situation  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Bertram  H.  Borden. 

The  Women's  Board  have  as  usual  continued  in  their  valuable  coopera- 
tion of  the  work  of  the  Hospital  and  their  supervision  of  the  many  intricate 
details  of  its  management  has  been  of  inestimable  value. 

The  Cribside  Committee  has  accomplished  much  in  the  direction  of  fur- 
nishing clothing  for  the  babies,  and  their  interest  in  this  work  is  very  sin- 
cere. 

A  most  valuable  work  which  seems  to  have  ever  increasing  usefulness  is 
that  carried  on  by  our  Visiting  Nurse.  The  efficient  Chairman  of  the  Dis- 
pensary and  Visiting  Nurse  Committee,  Mrs.  Ernest  R.  Adee,  submits  a 
detailed  account  of  this. 
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Our  Children's  Charity  which  has  been  ably  supervised  for  so  many 
years  by  Mrs.  Samuel  R.  Outerbridge  has  brought  substantial  returns  to 
the  treasury  and  this  effort  to  group  together  a  number  of  children  who 
may  have  the  opportunity  of  helping  the  work  of  the  Hospital  is  a  very 
creditable  one  and  the  membership  should  be  largely  augmented.  Boys, 
girls,  brand  new  babies,  grown-ups  in  the  name  of  a  child  they  love,  children 
who  have  come  safely  through  an  illness, — all  these  would  make  suitable 
members  of  the  Children's  Charity.  We  are  sorry  to  learn  that  Mrs. 
Outerbridge,  on  account  of  many  pressing  duties  in  other  directions,  finds 
it  necessary  to  give  up  the  supervision  of  the  work  of  the  Children's  Charity. 

The  Out-Patient  Department  has  had  a  very  active  year  and  the  number 
of  patients  has  increased.     The  average  daily  attendance  was  fifty-two. 

Gifts  to  the  Permanent  Fund  during  the  year  have  been  as  follows :  Two 
Endowed  Beds  in  Perpetuity,  one  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  C.  Moore,  and 
the  other  from  Mrs.  Clarence  Gordon  Campbell;  a  payment  of  $4,000  on 
account  from  the  Estate  of  Augustus  C.  Brown,  and  $250  from  Mrs. 
Henry  G.  Trevor  toward  Bed  in  Perpetuity. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  announce  the  filling  of  two  vacancies  in  the 
Board  of  Directors  by  the  election  of  Mr.  Carll  Tucker  and  Mr.  Theodore 
Hetzler,  President  of  the  Fifth  Avenue  Bank.  We  are  glad  to  extend  a 
cordial  welcome  to  both  these  gentlemen. 

The  funds  for  maintaining  the  Hospital  have  been  sufficient  to  pay  our 
expenses  but  not  much  more  than  this  because  of  the  continued  strife  in 
Europe  and  the  consequent  diversions  of  American  money  in  that  direction. 
Some  gifts  which  we  might  have  received  have  not  come  to  us.  The  efforts 
of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  have  been  increased  because  of  this 
difficulty  and  with  partial  success  in  their  undertaking.  The  new  fiscal 
year  finds  us  with  a  small  balance  to  the  credit  of  our  Income  Account  and 
we  are  sincerely  hoping  that  our  friends  will  continue  to  realize  our  needs 
during  the  coming  year.     With  the  increased  cost  of  commodities  it  seems 
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as  if  we — with  other  institutions — were  facing  a  very  difficult  situation. 
Indeed  we  only  hope  that  we  can  surmount  our  difficulties. 

To  all  those  who  have  contributed  toward  the  effective  work  carried  on 
by  the  Hospital  during  the  year — to  the  House  Staff,  to  the  Medical  Staff 
and  to  all  the  volunteer  workers — we  extend  our  grateful  appreciation.

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MEDICAL  REPORT 

To  the  Directors  and  Board  of  Managers  of  The  Babies'  Hospital: 

The  medical  work  of  the  twenty-eighth  year  of  the  Babies'  Hospital  has 
gone  on  along  much  the  same  lines  as  in  previous  years.  The  epidemic 
of  infantile  paralysis  during  the  summer  was  the  cause  of  some  embarrass- 
ment in  the  general  Hospital  activities,  especially  in  the  Country  Branch 
and  to  some  degree  in  the  Out-Patient  Department.  The  agitation  through 
the  press  magnified  the  dangers  of  the  spread  of  the  disease,  so  that  mothers 
avoided  as  much  as  they  possibly  could  both  street  cars  and  dispensaries 
during  the  summer.  During  the  months  of  July,  August  and  September 
the  attendance  of  the  Out-Patient  Department  fell  off  about  25  per  cent. 
After  July  9  the  New  Jersey  authorities  would  allow  no  more  children  to  be 
transferred  from  the  city  to  the  Country  Branch  at  Oceanic.  Although  the 
Branch  was  kept  open  until  September  1st  less  than  half  as  many  children 
were  sent  as  last  year.  During  two  summer  months  at  the  height  of  the 
epidemic  two  wards  of  the  Hospital  were  given  up  to  'the  care  of  paralysis 
cases  which  were  assigned  to  us  by  the  Health  Department,  most  of  the  35 
patients  being  retained  for  the  eight  weeks  of  quarantine.  This  fact  and 
the  closure  of  Oceanic  caused  a  great  reduction  in  the  number  of  admissions 
to  the  Hospital  during  the  summer  months.  Fortunately,  the  general 
health  of  the  city,  aside  from  the  epidemic,  was  unusually  good  during 
the  summer,  so  that  fewer  demands  were  made  upon  the  Hospital  than  in 
most  seasons. 

A  summary  of  the  general  work  of  the  year  as  compared  with  that  of  the 
previous  year  is  as  follows:

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The  range  of  diseases  treated  and  the  results  obtained  have  not  differed 
materially  from  previous  years.  Especially  noteworthy  were  a  series  of 
cases  of  intussusception.  Seven  infants  were  admitted  with  this  quite  in- 
frequent condition  during  two  summer  months;  all  but  one  were  saved  by 
operation,  this  being  a  child  admitted  on  the  fourth  day.  He  could  doubt- 
less have  been  saved  but  for  this  delay.  In  this  condition  as  in  strangulated 
hernia  early  surgical  relief  is  imperative  and  every  hour's  delay  increases 
the   danger. 

Pneumonia  has  now  come  to  be  our  most  common  disease  and  one  of  the 
most  serious  in  young  children.  There  were  treated  during  the  year  235 
cases  with  85  deaths.  Nearly  all  the  deaths  (78)  were  from  bronchopneu- 
monia in  young  infants.  Frequently  this  was  secondary  to  some  other 
condition.  Of  the  57  cases  of  primary  lobar  pneumonia  there  were  but  5 
deaths.  Owing  to  the  type  of  infection  in  the  pneumonias  of  young  chil- 
dren but  little  help  has  been  afforded  as  yet  in  treatment  by  the  newer 
methods,  whose  value  has  been  so  striking  in  adults.  The  proportion  of 
our  patients  admitted  with  acute  respiratory  diseases,  as  in  the  city  gener- 
ally, seems  to  be  steadily  increasing,  while  the  proportion  of  diarrhceal 
diseases,  owing  to  better  care  and  better  feeding,  is  steadily  falling.  Up  to 
November  1  there  were  in  New  York  City  in  children  under  two  years, 
3,881  deaths  from  respiratory  diseases  and  but  2,690  from  diarrhoeal  dis- 
eases. 

Modern  medicine  is  advancing  most  along  laboratory  lines  and  each 
year  witnesses  a  great  increase  in  the  amount  and  importance  of  the  work 
done  in  this  department.  How  great  this  has  been  will  be  seen  by  refer- 
ence to  the  laboratory  report  given  in  detail  elsewhere.  This  is  perhaps 
the  part  of  the  Hospital  which  is  developing  most  rapidly,  so  much  more 
can  now  be  done  along  these  lines  for  patients  in  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment. 

During  the  past  year  a  laboratory  has  been  added  to  the  equipment  of 
the  Out-Patient  Department  with  a  salaried  worker.     This  is  already 
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proving  of  great  value  and  has  the  effect  of  raising  the  standard  of  the 
work  in  this  branch  of  the  Hospital  service. 

A  number  of  changes  on  the  Hospital  staff  have  occurred  during  the 
year.  Dr.  Morgan,  Resident  Physician  for  two  years,  left  on  January  1 
to  join  the  Royal  Medical  Corps  of  the  English  Army.  Dr.  Chaplin,  his 
successor,  resigned  April  1  on  account  of  his  health  and  he  was  followed  by 
Dr.  Clark  who  completed  the  year. 

In  January  last  Dr.  Nathaniel  R.  Norton  was  appointed  Assistant  At- 
tending Physician. 

It  is  with  great  regret  that  we  record  the  sudden  death  of  Dr.  Wilbur  B. 
Marple  who  had  been  Consulting  Ophthalmologist  since  1899.  His 
genial  personality  and  his  faithful  service  to  the  Hospital  will  long  be  re- 
membered. 

The  work  of  the  Chemical  Laboratory  under  Miss  Courtney  and  Miss 
Fales  has  been  carried  on  through  the  year  and  is  of  the  greatest  assistance 
in  helping  to  solve  the  complex  problem  of  infant  nutrition. 

The  teaching  of  medical  students  from  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  has  been  continued  as  usual,  both  in  the  wards  and  in  the  Out- 
Patient  Department. 

The  medical  aim  of  the  Hospital  has  been  to  make  the  service  not  the 
largest  but  the  best  in  this  city  with  its  population  of  250,000  infants  under 
two  years. 

In  concluding  this  report  I  desire  to  acknowledge  the  faithful  work  of 
the  entire  Resident  Staff,  always  keenly  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the 
patients  and  never  sparing  themselves  in  their  devotion  to  the  work.

The  year  that  has  passed  has  brought  with  it  such  increased  activity  to 
the  Out-Patient  Department  and  so  enlarged  the  work  of  the  visiting  nurse, 
that  it  has  been  decided  to  make  several  changes  which  will  enable  the 
Dispensary  to  render  more  effective  service  to  the  children  brought  to  it. 
It  is  hoped  that  next  year  a  second  visiting  nurse  will  divide  with  Miss 
Wallin  the  duty  of  visiting  the  cases  for  after  treatment  and  follow-up.  care. 
When  it  is  realized  that  Miss  Wallin  made  1,202  visits  last  year,  and  that 
patients  come  to  us  from  the  Battery  to  the  Bronx,  and  from  the  East  to 
the  Hudson  River,  the  amount  of  time  consumed  in  visits  alone  is  more 
than  one  nurse  can  give,  without  any  duty  in  the  Dispensary — and  one  is 
required  there  all  the  time. 

Many  cases  of  infantile  paralysis  were  brought  in  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department  and  subsequently  removed  to  the  Isolation  Ward  in  the  Hos- 
pital for  their  treatment. 

From  April  1  a  regular  allowance  of  $25  a  month  was  made  to  our  Com- 
mittee from  the  Hospital  funds  for  relief  work.  The  amount  of  $160  was 
contributed  in  memory  of  Arthur  Halsey  Slade  for  the  same  purpose  from  a 
fund  of  $250  set  aside  for  relief;  the  Cribside  Committee  furnished  us  with 
$10  a  month  for  milk,  and  other  contributions  amounting  to  $80 .  99  gave 
us  a  total  for  relief  work  of  $370.     Of  this  $309 .  76  was  expended  as  follows :

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUMMER  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  and  Directors  of  The  Babies'  Hospital: 

The  Summer  Committee  of  the  Babies'  Hospital  at  Oceanic,  consisting 
of  seventy  members,  have  experienced  a  season  of  much  interest  and  yet 
filled  with  anxiety.  The  month  of  June  saw  the  babies,  improved  by  their 
visit,  leaving  to  give  place  to  those  not  so  well.  But  in  July  came  the  terrors 
of  poliomyelitis  and  all  admissions  from  the  city  ceased  excepting  some  six 
cases,  children  recovering  from  empyema  and  appendicitis. 

The  children  in  our  care  remained  until  September  1  when  the  Hospital 
closed,  133  having  been  sent  to  Oceanic  during  the  season.  Those  who  saw 
the  little  tots  playing  under  the  trees,  resting  in  their  wicker  carriages  and 
enjoying  their  carefully  served  meals  would  feel  with  us  that  they  had  bene- 
fited by  the  additional  stay  in  the  country, — which  act  was  considered  ad- 
visable by  the  Committee  to  lessen  the  danger  of  exposure  to  the  serious 
epidemic  in  New  York. 

In  July,  the  film  entertainment,  "How  Britain  Prepared,"  was  given; 
$2,736  was  realized,  and  films,  music  and  theater  were  given  by  some  of  the 
managers.  Two  generous  gifts  were  received :  one  of  $250  spent  on  twenty- 
four  white  enameled  beds,  and  one  of  $1,000  to  also  add  needed  comforts 
to  the  Summer  Branch.  Friends  and  managers  were,  as  ever,  generous, 
and  subscriptions  amounted  to  $2,021,  making  a  total  of  $4,757  for  the 
summer  of  1916. 

The  wards  have  been  freshened  with  kalsomine,  and  the  diet  kitchen 
painted. 

It  is  with  pleasure  the  Committee  recognize  the  earnest  work  of  the 
Superintendent  and  employees,  and  the  special  services  of  the  resident 
physician,  Dr.  R.  C.  Hood.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  INFANTS'  NURSES 

To  the  Directors  and  Board  of  Managers  of  The  Babies''  Hospital: 

The  course  of  instruction  in  the  past  year  to  our  pupil  nurses  has  been 
unchanged.  The  standard  of  applicants  was  higher  than  formerly  as  the 
following  figures  will  show: 

Fifty-six  probationers  were  admitted  to  the  training  school;  of  these  four 
resigned,  four  were  rejected,  two  dismissed,  and  forty-six  were  accepted. 
There  were  forty-three  graduates  this  year. 

The  nursing-  service  was  very  efficient,  and  we  have  been  able  to  provide 
thoroughly  capable  infants'  nurses.  A  number  of  the  pupils  who  had  no 
previous  experience  caring  for  children  were  willing  to  serve  the  Hospital 
for  one  year  instead  of  eight  months,  and  this  additional  time  proved  of 
great  value  to  the  nursing  staff. 

We  are  very  indebted  to  Dr.  Morris  Stark  and  Dr.  F.  Elmer  Johnson  for 
the  time  given  to  the  examination  of  pupils,  this  physical  examination 
being  essential  before  acceptance  into  the  school. 

The  Christmas  gifts  of  Mrs.  Oliver  G.  Jennings  to  our  pupils  afforded 
much  pleasure,  and  we  also  wish  to  acknowledge  her  kindness  during  the 
year,  as  well  as  that  of  other  generous  friends. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty  children  thoroughly  enjoyed  the  Christmas  tree 
and  celebration  given  by  Mrs.  P.  A.  Valentine,  each  child  receiving  toys  or 
games,  clothing,  candy  and  oranges,  through  this  generous  annual  gift. 
This  tree  not  only  gives  pleasure  to  the  children  and  those  who  help  prepare 
it,  but  it  is  a  source  of  gratification  and  interest  to  our  physicians  to  see  chil- 
dren who  have  been  very  ill  in  the  Hospital  return  to  us  in  good  condition.

2. — Sick  children  under  three  years  of  age  are  admitted,  excepting  those 
suffering  from  contagious  diseases. 

3. — Applications  for  admission  should  be  made  at  the  Hospital  during 
the  day,  from  9  to  5,  although  emergency  cases  are  received  at  any  time. 

4. — The  Out-Patient  Department  is  open  daily  throughout  the  year, 
from  2  to  3  P.  M.,  excepting  on  Sundays  and  holidays.  r  - 

5. — Visiting  day,  for  friends  of  patients,  is  Wednesday,  from  11  A.  M.  to 
3  P.  M. 

6. — Visitors  to  the  Hospital  are  welcome  any  afternoon,  between  3  and  5.

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SEVEN  FACTS  OF  INTEREST 

(1)  The  Babies'  Hospital  for  over  twenty-nine  years  has  been  getting 

results  in  making  babies  better,  and  is  still  the  only  Hospital  of  its 
kind  in  New  York  City. 

(2)  The  Babies'  Hospital  has  a  Training  School  for  Infants'  Nurses, 

has  graduated  768  pupils,  and  offers  an  eight  months'  Post-Gradu- 
ate  course  to  Graduate  Nurses.  These  nurses  have  helped  the 
babies  grow  strong  through  careful  feeding  and  the  application  of 
our  doctrine  of  "Sunshine,  Sleep  and  Soap." 

(3)  The  Babies'  Hospital  offers  facilities  in  its  Out-Patient  Department 

for  the  treatment  of  poor  babies,  and  has  contributed  its  very  large 
share  to  better  health  and  happiness. 

(4)  The  Babies'  Hospital  operates  a  Summer  Branch  at  Oceanic,  New 

Jersey,  where  much  has  been  done  for  little  children  by  fresh  air, 
sunshine  and  kindness. 

(5)  The  Babies'  Hospital  has  for  seventeen  years  provided  lectures  to 

the  students  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons.  Young 
men  looking  forward  to  a  professional  career  are  thus  given  the 
opportunity  for  practical  study  of  difficult  and  unusual  cases  at 
first  hand. 

(6)  The  Babies'  Hospital  has  admitted  22,332  babies.     It  was  a  struggle 

for  existence  with  most  of  them  and  skillful  nursing  has  saved  many. 

(7)  The  Babies'  Hospital  employs  two  Visiting  Nurses  to  follow  up 

hospital  treatment  after  the  baby  has  left  the  wards,  and  to  keep 
the  essential  things  before  the  mind  of  the  mother. 
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REPORT  OF  DIRECTORS 

To  the  Directors  of  The  Babies'  Hospital: 

The  momentous  events  of  the  year  have  been  indirectly  and  adversely 
reflected  upon  our  work,  and  make  us  feel  the  necessity  of  seeking  a  greater 
co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  public — of  having  a  larger  number  of  persons 
interested  in  our  Hospital.  Our  efforts  have  been  unceasing  in  this  direc- 
tion, for  the  continued  diversion  of  funds  from  private  givers  for  war  pur- 
poses has  had  its  effect  upon  our  finances,  and  the  prevailing  high  prices 
press  heavily  upon  our  resources. 

But  in  spite  of  all  these  difficulties  our  twenty-ninth  year  has  had  its 
intervals  of  sunshine  to  compensate  for  the  worries.  The  principal  cause 
for  gratification  is,  of  course,  the  babies  we  have  been  able  to  send  back 
home  well,  or  on  the  way  to  good  health.  Many  of  these  have  been  close 
to  the  border  line,  and  every  one  that  we  have  been  able  to  hold  back  has 
been  a  source  of  joy,  for  the  lives  of  the  babies  are  certainly  worth  more 
now  than  ever.  It  is  with  pleasure  we  draw  attention  to  the  work  of 
our  Board  of  Women  Managers  and  our  various  Committees.  The  detailed 
reports  of  the  heads  of  these  Committees  will  be  found  on  other  pages,  but 
their  kind  interest  and  untiring  efforts  are  outside  the  field  of  statistics. 
We  take  this  way  of  acknowledging  our  indebtedness  to  the  Summer  Com- 
mittee that  does  so  much  for  our  Oceanic  Branch;  the  Cribside  Committee 
that  provides  the  Hospital  with  so  many  useful  things,  as  well  as  much 
financial  aid;  the  Dispensary  and  Visiting  Nurse  Committee,  that  has 
helped  so  generously  the  growth  of  the  Out-Patient  Department,  and  the 
Children's  Charity  with  its  large  space  in  our  records. 

Gifts  to  the  Permanent  Fund  during  the  year  have  been  as  follows: 
two  Beds  Endowed  in  Perpetuity,  one  from  Mrs.  Clarence  M.  Hyde, 
known  as  the  "Clara  Mathewson  Hyde  Bed,"  and  one  from  the  Estate  of 
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H.  B.  Dick,  to  be  named  "The  Harris  Brisbane  Dick  Free  Bed,"  and  from 
the  Executrix  of  the  Estate  of  Mary  Isabel  Reese,  widow  of  Brigadier- 
General  Chauncy  B.  Reese,  a  bequest  of  $1,000  in  memory  of  her  only 
grandchildren,  the  little  daughters  of  John  and  Sarah  Brewerton  Reese 
Jolly,  Sarah  Brewerton  Jolly  and  Mary  Courtenay  Jolly. 

The  Board  of  Directors  extends  its  sincere  and  grateful  appreciation  to 
all  those  who  have  helped  us  the  past  year, — the  Medical  Staff,  the  House 
Officers,  the  volunteer  workers, — and  our  generous  contributors. 

It  is  our  great  hope  that  we  may  be  able  to  overcome  the  financial  diffi- 
culties of  the  immediate  future  that  may  delay  our  progress,  and  that  the 
interest  of  our  friends  and  their  co-operation  may  not  fail  us  in  our  efforts 
for  the  welfare  of  the  babies.

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MEDICAL  REPORT 

To  the  Directors  and  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Babies'  Hospital: 

Not  much  that  is  new  or  striking  has  occurred  in  the  work  of  the  Babies' 
Hospital  during  the  past  year.  It  is  gratifying  to  record  a  remarkable 
freedom  from  outbreaks  of  contagious  diseases,  both  in  New  York  and  at 
the  Country  Branch  at  Oceanic. 

The  medical  service  has  in  the  opinion  of  all  the  physicians  been  dis- 
tinctly improved  by  the  reorganization  which  went  into  effect  early  in  the 
year.  The  Physician-in-Chief  and  the  two  Attending  Physicians  on  duty 
now  make  full  rounds  of  the  Hospital  together  twice  each  week,  so  that 
every  patient  is  seen  by  the  entire  staff  and  the  more  difficult  and  obscure 
cases  subjected  to  careful  consideration  and  discussion.  This  has  proved 
a  great  advantage  both  to  the  physicians  and  to  the  patients.  The  attend- 
ance on  these  full  rounds  of  the  Assistant  Physicians  who  are  also  in  charge 
of  the  Out-Patient  Department  has  brought  the  two  branches  of  the  serv- 
ice, the  wards  and  the  Out-Patient  Department,  into  closer  union.  Patients 
are  now  readily  transferred  from  one  service  to  the  other  with  all  the  facts 
of  the  previous  history  known,  and  without  any  interruption  in  the  plan 
of  treatment. 

The  payment  of  small  salaries  to  the  Admitting  Physician  of  the  Out- 
Patient  Department  and  to  the  two  chief  assistants  has  secured  regular 
attendance  and  greater  interest  in  the  service  and  altogether  a  much  more 
efficient  medical  organization  with  but  a  slight  increase  in  expenses.  This 
Department  has  become  a  very  important  branch  of  the  work  and  one  in 
which  the  officers  of  the  Hospital  may  feel  a  just  pride. 

The  War  has  disturbed  the  service  of  the  House  Staff.  Two  of  those 
appointed  have  taken  positions  created  by  the  War,  and  one  of  our  Resi- 
dent Staff  was  called  to  military  duty  before  the  completion  of  his  hospital 
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service.  We  have  thus  far  been  fortunate  in  securing  others  to  fill  their 
places,  so  that  as  yet  this  part  of  the  Hospital's  service  has  not  been  ham- 
pered but  a  shortage  in  the  near  future  is  anticipated.  Two  of  our  Surgical 
Staff,  Drs.  Kenyon  and  Boiling,  entered  military  service  early  in  the  sum- 
mer. Their  duties  have  been  assumed  and  well  performed  by  Drs.  Edward 
D.  Truesdell  and  Charles  E.  Farr,  who  have  acted  as  substitutes  and  to 
whom  the  thanks  of  the  Hospital  authorities  are  due. 

The  staff  of  the  Out-Patient  Department  has  also  been  much  depleted 
and  it  has  been  impossible  to  obtain  the  necessary  physicians  to  do  this 
work.  We  have  been  greatly  helped  by  the  lay  women  workers,  who  since 
early  summer  have  given  voluntarily  much  valuable  assistance.  Our 
hearty  thanks  are  due  to  this  group. 

A  summary  of  the  year's  work  as  compared  with  the  previous  year  is  as 
follows :

The  general  mortality  of  all  patients  treated  was  29  per  cent  as  against 
35  per  cent  of  the  previous  year.  The  largest  single  factor  in  this  change 
is  in  the  difference  in  the  cases  of  pneumonia.  This  year  of  all  varieties  of 
pneumonia  there  were  treated  328  cases  with  83  deaths;  last  year  there 
were  236  cases  with  85  deaths.  Of  lobar  pneumonia  there  were  treated 
this  year  43  cases  with  3  deaths;  last  year,  57  cases  with  5  deaths.  The 
high  mortality  is  in  bronchopneumonia,  especially  in  cases  occurring  in 
very  young  infants,  of  which  we  always  have  a  large  proportion.  In  this 
group  this  year  the  mortality  was  29  per  cent  in  275  cases;  last  year  it  was 
44  per  cent  in  179  cases,  the  type  of  the  disease  being  especially  fataUlast 
year.    The  deaths  from  acute  intestinal  diseases  this  year  are  considerably 
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greater  than  usual.  The  figures  correspond  to  the  mortality  figures  of  the 
entire  city,  the  proportion  of  intestinal  cases  being  increased  and  those 
from  pneumonia  decreased  from  the  previous  year. 

In  closing  this  report  I  desire  to  express  appreciation  of  the  excellent 
work  which  has  been  done  during  the  year  by  the  entire  Resident  Staff  and 
also  by  the  Staff  of  the  Out-Patient  Department  who  have  done  so  much 
to  bring  this  branch  of  the  service  up  to  its  present  state  of  efficiency.

The  Dispensary  and  Visiting  Nurse  Committee  report  continued  growth 
and  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Dispensary.  The  number  of  patients 
increases  each  year  and  a  second  trained  nurse  has  been  added  to  the  staff. 
This  year  a  change  was  made  and  clinics  are  now  held  only  in  the  afternoon, 
from  two  to  three  o'clock,  with  an  average  attendance  of  90  patients.  The 
time  of  the  nurses  is  fully  occupied  with  this  service  and  follow-up  visits 
to  the  patients  in  their  homes.  Two  different  clinics  are  held  on  alternate 
days  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  McLean  and  Dr.  Johnson,  each  with  three 
or  four  assistants. 

A  new  departure  was  made  on  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  Holt,  that  women 
volunteers  assist  in  the  Dispensary,  taking  histories,  weighing  babies,  etc., 
thus  obviating  the  necessity  of  employing  another  nurse,  who  in  these  days 
of  war  must  be  reserved  for  more  serious  duties,  the  demand  for  trained 
nurses  abroad  being  so  great  that  this  is  a  real  patriotic  service,  and  for  it, 
as  such,  women  and  girls  have  volunteered  in  large  numbers  through  the 
League  for  Woman's  Service  under  Mrs.  James  H.  McCoon,  and  have 
served  faithfully  all  through  the  summer  and  autumn.  About  twenty  are 
still  serving  regularly  in  the  clinics. 

Miss  Wallin  and  Miss  Donnelly,  the  two  Visiting  Nurses,  report  as  fol- 
lows: 
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Patients  visited  at  home 2,136 

Total  number  of  visits  made 2,595 

New  cases 1,670 

There  was  received  for  relief  $493.38,  including  an  allowance  from  the 
Hospital  funds  for  this  purpose  of  $300,  which  was  expended  as  follows:

For  food 85.93 

For  clothing 11 .00 

For  car  fare  for  patients 6 .  88 

$413.38 

leaving  a  balance  on  hand  of  $80. 

The  Cribside  Committee  in  addition  furnished  $10  a  month  for  milk  for 
special  cases,  and  special  gifts  were  made  of  $13,  and  of  second  hand  cloth- 
ing, which  is  greatly  needed. 

The  Committee  furnished  the  usual  Christmas  dinner  baskets  to  families 
of  Dispensary  patients,  amounting  this  year  to  twenty-seven. 

Thirteen  children  were  sent,  through  the  Children's  Aid  Society,  to  the 
Sick  Children's  Mission  for  periods  of  convalescence. 

The  Babies  Hospital  Club,  composed  of  fifteen  young  girls,  has  been 
organized  with  Miss  Elizabeth  Hanna  as  President,  Miss  Elsie  Parsons, 
Secretary,  and  Miss  Cathleen  Vanderbilt,  Treasurer.  Through  their  own 
efforts  they  raised  and  gave 

For  Relief  work  of  City  Hospital \ $154 

For  work  at  Oceanic 50 

To  furnish  two  cribs 50 

and  we  are  very  appreciative  of  this  assistance  furnished  by  them  and  by 
the  Cribside  Committee  to  the  Relief  Work  of  the  Dispensary.

This 
amount  had  been  put  aside  for  a  second  visiting  nurse,  but  having  difficulty 
in  securing  one,  the  money  was  given  as  stated. 

The  Committee  has,  as  usual,  supported  a  bed  for  the  year;  paid  Miss 
Wallin  $10  a  month  for  her  relief  work,  and  has  contributed  half  the  salary 
of  a  second  visiting  nurse.

ate  course  to  Graduate  Nurses.  These  nurses  have  helped  the 
babies  grow  strong  through  careful  feeding  and  the  application  of 
our  doctrine  of  "Sunshine,  Sleep  and  Soap." 

(3)  The  Babies'  Hospital  offers  facilities  in  its  Out-Patient  Department 

for  the  treatment  of  poor  babies,  and  has  contributed  its  very  large 
share  to  better  health  and  happiness. 

(4)  The  Babies'  Hospital  operates  a  Summer  Branch  at  Oceanic,  New 

Jersey,  where  much  has  been  done  for  little  children  by  fresh  air, 
sunshine  and  kindness. 

(5)  The  Babies'  Hospital  has  for  eighteen  years  provided  lectures  to 

the  students  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons.  Young 
men  looking  forward  to  a  professional  career  are  thus  given  the 
opportunity  for  practical  study  of  difficult  and  unusual  cases  at 
first  hand. 

(6)  The  Babies'  Hospital  has  admitted  24,151  babies.     It  was  a  struggle

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REPORT  TO  DIRECTORS 

To  the  Directors  of  The  Babies'  Hospital: 

This,  our  thirtieth  year,  has  been  signalized  by  many  difficulties  due  to 
War  conditions  and  the  Black  Plague  of  1918.  Our  expenses  materially 
increased,  while  our  receipts  for  current  use  were  somewhat  below  normal. 

We  were  handicapped  by  many  cases  of  the  Spanish  Influenza — referred 
to  more  in  detail  in  the  Medical  Report. 

There  seems  to  be  some  compensation,  however,  in  all  things,  and  the 
munificent  gift  of  $100,000,  a  legacy  from  the  Estate  of  Mrs.  Mary  Warden 
Harkness,  gave  us  fresh  hope,  and  has  added  a  substantial  sum  to  our 
Permanent  Fund.  Two  beds  endowed  in  perpetuity  have  been  added  to 
this  Fund,  one  by  Mrs.  Edward  S.  Harkness,  known  as  the  Thomas 
Stillman  Taylor  bed,  formerly  a  supported  bed  for  nine  years,  and  one 
given  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Walter  A.  Hirsch  in  memory  of  John  Walter 
Hirsch. 

We  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  pictures  in  this  book  of  three  babies 
selected  from  the  hundreds  that  have  been  brought  here.  Baby  Angele,  a 
case  of  persistent  eczema  that  responded  to  treatment  and  became  one  of 
the  most  interesting  of  our  small  patients;  Benny,  who  arrived  in  a  pitiable 
condition  and  went  out  the  sturdy  little  lad  shown  in  the  picture,  after 
months  of  care;  Baby  Raphael,  who  was  in  an  emaciated  state  when  ad- 
mitted but  improved  greatly  and  became  a  bright,  healthy  boy. 

Whatever  we  say  in  our  effort  to  thank  the  various  Committees, 
Physicians,  and  Nurses  for  help  rendered  the  Hospital  would  seem  inad- 
equate compared  to  all  that  has  been  done.     Every  one  connected  with 
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the  Hospital  feels  the  warmest  interest  in  its  welfare,  and  this  is  reflected 
in  the  spirit  that  prevails  throughout  all  departments. 

We  hope  to  pass  through  whatever  difficulties  the  new  year  may  bring. 
They  could  hardly  involve  greater  problems  than  those  of  the  past  year. 
We  know  that  a  community  so  generous  as  ours  will  not  overlook  a  service 
that  nourishes  the  very  root  of  our  city's  future  welfare — its  babies.

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MEDICAL  REPORT 

To  the  Directors  and  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Babies'  Hospital: 

The  medical  work  of  the  Hospital  during  the  fifteen  months  covered  by 
this  report  has  presented  two  features  which  have  affected  its  activities  to 
a  considerable  degree.  The  absence  in  the  United  States  Army  service  of  a 
very  large  number  of  the  Hospital  Staff  has  interfered  with  the  work  in  the 
wards  less  than  might  have  been  expected,  though  the  Out-Patient  service 
has  been  seriously  crippled.  During  the  severe  epidemic  of  influenza, 
which  prevailed  in  the  autumn,  several  of  the  staff  and  half  of  our  nurses 
were  ill  at  one  time  and  two  deaths  occurred  from  pneumonia.  It  became 
necessary  at  the  height  of  the  epidemic  to  discontinue  admissions  for  a 
period  of  about  three  weeks. 

It  seems  fitting  that  in  this  Medical  Report  a  record  should  be  made  of 
the  physicians  connected  with  the  Hospital  who  have  been  in  the  service 
of  the  country  during  the  War. 

Members  of  the  Attending  Staff 

Dr.  Frederic  H.  Bartlett,  Attending  Physician,  entered  the  service  in 
August,  1918,  with  the  rank  of  Major,  and  has  been  physician-in-charge  at 
Camp  Jackson,  S.  C.

Dr.  Richard  W.  Boiling,  Assistant  Surgeon,  has  held  the  rank  of  Lieu- 
tenant in  medical  service  in  France  with  Base  Hospital  No.  9  since  the 
summer  of  1917. 
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Dr.  Charles  E.  Fair,  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon,  entered  the  service  in 
August,  1918,  with  the  rank  of  Captain. 

Dr.  Stafford  McLean,  Assistant  Physician,  entered  the  service  with  the 
rank  of  Lieutenant  in  August,  1918,  and  has  been  in  service  in  this  country.

Dr.  Edgar  S.  Thomson,  Consulting  Ophthalmologist,  entered  the  service 
with  the  rank  of  Major  early  in  the  fall  of  1918. 

Dr.  J.  Ramsay  Hunt,  Consulting  Neurologist,  has  been  in  the  service 
since  the  summer  of  1917,  with  the  rank  of  Major.

Miss  Margaret  Wood,  Assistant  Superintendent,  who  is  still  absent  in 
France,  entered  a  French  Army  Hospital  at  Ris-Orangis,  in  October,  1917.

There  has  been  little  to  record  that  is  new  in  the  work  of  the  Out-Patient 
Department.  The  amount  of  work  done  and  the  amount  of  relief  given 
increases  every  year,  but  the  routine  remains  the  same. 

Dr.  Stafford  McLean,  Dr.  Johnson,  Dr.  Henderson,  Dr.  Mersereau  and 
Dr.  Higgins  have  been  assisted  in  their  clinics  by  eight  doctor's  aids  from 
the  National  League  for  Women's  Service  who  have  rendered  invaluable 
and  faithful  service.  These  volunteers  have  performed  this  work  for  two 
years  and  the  Dispensary  is  greatly  indebted  to  them. 

The  influenza  epidemic  caused  some  increase  in  the  number  of  Dispensary 
cases  and  one  very  sad  feature  was  the  great  mortality  among  young 
mothers,  leaving  many  orphan  children  to  be  cared  for  by  our  social  workers 
and  trained  nurses,  Miss  Wallin  and  Miss  Donnelly,  who  have  carried  on 
our  relief  work  faithfully  and  well  for  a  number  of  years.

We  have  expended  for  the  immediate  relief  of  poor  and  destitute  mothers 
and  their  babies,  for  milk,  $577.09;  for  food,  $124.82;  for  clothing,  rent, 
carfare  for  patients,  and  one  operation,  $51.24,  and  have  furnished  Christ- 
mas dinner  baskets  to  some  of  the  neediest  families  of  Dispensary  patients, 
as  usual. 
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The  Cribside  Committee  has  furnished  $10  a  month  to  be  used  for  milk 
for  Dispensary  babies  who  are  most  in  need  of  it. 

The  Babies'  Hospital  Club  gave  us  $221.53  to  be  used  for  milk  for  babies 
and  relief  work. 

Mrs.  P.  A.  Valentine  sent  a  donation  of  $100  to  provide  help  for  the  poor 
mothers  of  sick  babies. 

Mrs.  Takamina  gave  $176  to  provide  milk,  food  and  clothing  for  the 
children,  and  other  special  gifts  for  the  Out-Patient  Department  will  be 
found  gratefully  acknowledged  in  the  list  of  contributors  to  the  Hospital. 

We  sent  twelve  children  to  the  Children's  Aid  Society  Sick  Children's 
Mission. 

The  Committee  has  changed  the  hour  of  meeting  to  10.30  A.  M.  on  the 
second  Tuesday  of  each  month,  just  before  the  Managers'  Meeting. 

We  regret  to  record  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Edward  A.  Le  Roy,  for  some 
years  a  most  generous  and  interested  member  of  the  Committee.

The  usual  meetings  of  the  Lenten  Sewing  Class  were  well  attended  and 
were  held  at  various  houses  kindly  offered  to  the  class.  Six  hundred  and 
fifty  eight  garments  were  completed  and  donated  to  the  Hospital. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  De  Forest  Hicks,  who  took  Mrs.  Mixsell's 
place  as  Chairman,  the  Children's  Charity  has  contributed  $545.01  to  the 
Hospital. 

A  Rummage  Sale  was  held  during  February  which  was  very  successful  in 
raising  money  to  continue  the  work  of  the  Committee. 

The  Cribside  Committee  by  donating  $350  started  a  fund  for  their  third 
endowed  bed.  The  Committee  has,  as  usual,  supported  a  bed  for  the  year, 
has  continued  its  policy  of  donating  $10  a  month  to  be  used  by  Miss  Wallin 
in  her  relief  work,  and  has  paid  half  the  salary  of  a  second  visiting  nurse.

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REPORT  OF  THE   SUMMER  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  and  Directors  of  The  Babies'  Hospital: 

The  summer  of  1918  was  a  most  satisfactory  one  for  the  Summer  Branch 
of  The  Babies'  Hospital  at  Oceanic.  During  the  three  months  242  children 
were  under  the  skillful  and  affectionate  care  of  the  Superintendent,  Miss 
Mary  E.  McKague.  The  clean  and  cheerful  rooms  were  visited  weekly  by 
the  Summer  Committee,  who  were  generous  with  their  gifts  of  fruit, 
vegetables  and  ice  cream.  The  children  live  out  of  doors  as  much  as  pos- 
sible, in  the  baby  carriages  placed  on  wide  verandas  and  under  the  trees, 
and  all  meals  are  served  to  older  children  at  long  low  tables  on  the  enclosed 
porch. 

The  State  Law  required  a  fire-escape  to  be  erected  on  the  main  building — 
this  was  built  with  money  from  a  Special  Fund  at  a  cost  of  $430. 

An  entertainment  consisting  of  tableaux  and  music,  given  in  June,  made 
the  sum  of  $2,600,  this  added  to  the  subscriptions  brought  the  total  amount 
raised  by  the  Summer  Committee  to  $4,986.19. 

The  splendid  results  of  the  summer  are  largely  due  to  the  excellent  work 
of  the  Superintendent  and  employees  to  whom  the  Committee  extend  grate- 
ful thanks.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  INFANTS'  NURSES 

To  the  Directors  and  Board  of  Managers  of  The  Babies'  Hospital: 

The  usual  course  of  instruction  given  to  our  infants'  nurses  has  continued 
quite  satisfactorily,  and  there  has  been  no  lack  of  desirable  pupils  applying 
for  the  training.  Sixty-eight  probationers  were  admitted;  of  these  ten 
resigned,  four  were  rejected,  three  dismissed,  and  fifty-one  accepted  as 
pupils. 

From  October  1,  1917  to  January  1,  1919,  fifty-four  pupils  have  been 
graduated  and  received  diplomas.  Their  field  of  work  being  to  keep  a  well 
baby  well,  the  training  of  these  young  women  is  of  great  prophylactic  value 
to  the  community. 

We  regret  to  report  the  death  of  a  pupil,  Dorothy  Burch,  who  died  from 
pneumonia  following  influenza,  two  weeks  before  completing  her  training, 
and  also  the  death  of  Victoria  Johnson,  dietitian  of  the  Hospital  and  a 
graduate  of  our  Training  School.

The  Babies'  Hospital  for  over  thirty-one  years  has  been  getting  results 
in  making  babies  better,  and  is  still  the  only  Hospital  of  its  kind  in 
New  York  City. 

The  Babies'  Hospital  has  a  Training  School  for  Infants'  Nurses,  has 
graduated  858  pupils,  and  offers  an  eight  months'  Post-Graduate  course 
to  Graduate  Nurses.  These  nurses  have  helped  the  babies  grow 
strong  through  careful  feeding  and  the  application  of  our  doctrine  of 
"Sunshine,  Sleep  and  Soap." 

The  Babies'  Hospital  offers  facilities  in  its  Out-Patient  Department  for 
the  treatment  of  poor  babies,  and  has  contributed  its  very  large  share 
to  better  health  and  happiness. 

The  Babies'  Hospital  operates  a  Summer  Branch  at  Rumson,  New 
Jersey,  where  much  has  been  done  for  little  children  by  fresh  air,  sun- 
shine and  kindness. 

The  Babies'  Hospital  has  for  eighteen  years  provided  lectures  to  the 
Fourth  year  students  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons.  Young 
physicians  are  here  given  the  unusual  opportunities  for  practical  study 
of  difficult  and  unusual  cases  of  disease  in  young  children  at  first  hand. 

The  Babies'  Hospital  has  admitted  25,593  babies.  It  was  a  struggle  for 
existence  with  most  of  them  and  skillful  nursing  has  saved  many. 

The  Babies'  Hospital  employs  two  Visiting  Nurses  to  follow  up  hospital 
treatment  after  the  baby  has  left  the  wards,  and  to  keep  the  essential 
things  before  the  mind  of  the  mother.

REPORT  TO  DIRECTORS 

To  the  Directors  of  The  Babies'  Hospital: 

Like  other  institutions  we  have  been  confronted  during  the  past  year 
with  the  increasing  cost  of  everything  and  the  problem  of  making  both 
ends  meet.  It  has  emphasized  the  urgent  need  of  the  hospitals  getting 
together,  and  it  is  a  source  of  great  satisfaction  to  learn  from  the  latest 
reports  that  the  recent  United  Hospital  Fund  drive  has  been  successful. 

Although  handicapped  more  or  less  by  a  scarcity  of  nurses,  due  to  the 
fact  that  many  who  might  be  induced  to  enter  the  Training  School  have 
been  tempted  by  the  present  high  rate  of  wages  to  take  other  positions, 
we  have  nevertheless  succeeded  in  keeping  up  to  the  standards  of  former 
years. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  a  staff  of  dependable  and  loyal  workers  who 
have  given  of  their  best  and  have  done  their  utmost  to  make  up  for  the 
lack  of  additional  help  required. 

For  a  portion  of  the  year  the  health  conditions  of  the  city  were  at  their 
best,  and  in  consequence  during  these  periods  the  number  of  patients  was 
diminished. 

It  is  with  grateful  appreciation  that  we  report  three  beds  endowed  in 
perpetuity  during  the  past  year, — two  by  Mrs.  John  Jay  Knox,  who  was 
President  of  the  Women's  Board  for  many  years,  in  memory  of  John  Jay 
Knox,  and  Dr.  Reuel  B.  Kimball;  and  one  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Daniel  Schnak- 
enberg  in  memory  of  their  daughter,  Anna  Kate  Bartlett.  We  also  re- 
ceived a  bequest  of  $2,000  from  the  late  Mrs.  Charles  Kellogg,  so  long  a 
friend  and  manager  of  our  Hospital. 

It  is  our  earnest  hope  that  in  the  years  to  come  the  work  done  in  this 
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Hospital  may  not  have  to  be  curtailed  for  lack  of  funds,  but  that  our  friends 
will  rally  to  our  support  and  see  to  it  that  we  are  supplied  with  everything 
necessary  for  its  continuance.

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MEDICAL  REPORT 

To  the  Directors  and  Board  of  Managers: 

The  medical  history  of  the  Babies'  Hospital  in  1919  has  been  affected 
by  no  such  epidemic  as  that  of  influenza  which  struck  this  as  well  as  all 
other  hospitals  in  the  city  in  1918.  The  vital  statistics  report  of  the 
Department  of  Health  shows  for  the  past  year  the  lowest  infant  mortality 
rate  since  this  bureau  was  established.  The  rate  for  1919  was  82  for  1,000 
infants  born,  as  compared  with  the  best  previous  rate  of  89  in  1917  and  a 
rate  of  182  twenty  years  ago. 

Except  during  the  mid-summer  and  mid-winter  months  the  demands 
upon  the  hospital  wards  have  been  less  urgent  for  the  past  year  than  they 
have  been  a  few  years  previously.  At  the  same  time,  we  note  steadily 
increasing  demands  upon  the  Out-Patient  Department;  or,  to  put  the  mat- 
ter differently,  the  medical  officers  of  the  Hospital  have  found  that  for  a 
very  considerable  number  of  ailments,  such  as  are  treated  in  a  special  hos- 
pital like  this,  a  shorter  period  of  ward  treatment  and  a  longer  period  of 
observation  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  is  both  advantageous  to  pa- 
tients and  a  matter  of  economy  to  the  Hospital. 

This  transfer  of  patients  from  the  Out-Patient  Department  to  the  wards 
in  cases  requiring  close  observation  because  difficult  of  diagnosis  and  in 
those  requiring  special  treatment,  and  again  the  transfer  from  the  wards  to 
the  Out-Patient  Department  of  many  chronic  cases,  especially  those  with 
nutritional  disturbances,  has  now  become  a  matter  of  routine.  This  has 
been  facilitated  by  the  attendance  on  ward  rounds  twice  a  week  of  the  at- 
tending physicians  of  the  Out-Patient  Department,  and  by  having  the  resi- 
dent medical  staff  work  regularly  in  the  Dispensary. 
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The  tendency  to  which  we  have  alluded  is  a  growing  one  in  the  service 
of  all  hospitals  of  the  city,  and  its  advantages  are  becoming  more  and  more 
manifest.  It  is  not  likely  that  the  Babies'  Hospital  will  need  more  ward 
beds  for  a  considerable  period  of  time  to  come,  but  it  will  very  soon  need 
larger  and  better  facilities  for  the  Out-Patient  Department  which  is  con- 
stantly increasing  in  size  and  widening  in  scope.  We  look  forward  to  a 
great  extension  of  the  social  service  of  the  Hospital  which  the  Kimball 
Memorial  Fund  will  make  possible. 

The  most  serious  embarrassment  to  the  Hospital  service  during  the  past 
year  has  been  due  to  a  shortage  of  nurses.  This  has  been  true  in  all  groups, 
but  particularly  with  the  infants'  nurses.  In  consequence  of  this,  it  has 
been  exceedingly  difficult  at  times  to  care  properly  for  the  children  in  the 
house  and  on  several  occasions,  for  this  reason,  the  admission  of  patients 
had  to  be  restricted.  These  conditions  have  unfortunately  been  growing 
steadily  worse  during  the  year  and  no  improvement  seems  likely  for  many 
months  to  come. 

In  the  Country  Branch  at  Rumson  the  shortage  of  nurses  and  of  house 
servants  was  most  keenly  felt.  It  was  found  impossible  to  obtain  a  suffi- 
cient quota  of  each  to  open  all  the  cottages.  In  consequence  the  number  of 
children  sent  to  the  country  was  but  151,  which  is  only  a  little  more  than 
half  the  usual  number. 

The  statistical  report  given  elsewhere  shows:  Number  of  patients 
treated,  1,490;  number  of  hospital  days,  20,029;  mortality,  21.7  per  cent 
as  compared  with  23.4  per  cent  the  previous  year  and  30.7  per  cent,  the 
average  for  the  last  twenty-five  years. 

It  is  with  deep  sorrow  and  regret  that  we  chronicle  the  loss  by  death  of 
two  members  of  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Hospital  during  the  past  year:  Dr. 
Reuel  B.  Kimball  and  Dr.  Abraham  Jacobi. 

Dr.  Kimball  was  closely  identified  with  the  Hospital  almost  from  its 
organization.     His  services  to  the  institution  as  member  of  the  Board  of 
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Directors  and  as  Attending  Physician  have  been  great  and  will  never  be 
forgotten.  The  growth,  development  and  successful  operation  of  the 
Country  Branch  has  been  largely  the  result  of  his  personal  interest  and 
efforts.  He  was  always  ready  with  his  helpful  advice;  in  questions  of 
policy  his  co-operation  could  always  be  counted  upon  in  everything  look- 
ing toward  the  improvement  of  the  Hospital  service  or  extension  of  its 
influence.     He  will  be  greatly  missed. 

Dr.  Jacobi's  relations  to  the  Hospital  were  not  so  intimate,  though  he 
was  a  member  of  the  Consulting  Board  for  twenty-six  years  and  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Medical  Board  for  twenty-two  years.  The  establishment, 
under  his  direction,  of  a  hospital  in  New  York  exclusively  for  children  had 
been  one  of  the  dreams  of  his  life,  but  one  never  realized.  For  the  Babies' 
Hospital  he  always  had  an  affectionate  interest  and  took  much  pride  in  its 
growth  and  development.  The  places  of  both  these  men  it  will  be  difficult 
or  impossible  to  fill. 

In  concluding  this  report  I  wish  especially  to  record  the  appreciation  of 
the  Medical  Board  of  the  faithful  work  of  the  Resident  Physician  and  his 
assistants  during  the  past  year;  and  also  of  the  service  rendered  by  the 
Attending  Physicians  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  their  assistants, 
who  have  been  regular  in  attendance  and  loyal  in  their  devotion  to  the  work 
which  the  Babies'  Hospital  is  doing  in  the  community.

The  routine  work  of  the  Out-Patient  Department  continues  as  usual 
though  the  amount  of  relief  given  has  greatly  increased  during  the  year. 

Drs.  Johnson,  Stafford  McLean,  Henderson,  Steinholz,  Alice  K.  Higgins, 
Jackson,  Frank  McLean  and  Lang  have  rendered  invaluable  aid.  The 
dispensary  is  also  greatly  indebted  to  the  many  volunteers  who  have  given 
such  loyal  service. 

The  influenza  epidemic  is  once  more  causing  an  increase  in  the  dispensary 
cases  and  the  sad  feature  is  the  mortality  among  young  mothers,  leaving 
babies  to  be  cared  for  by  our  very  efficient  nurses,  Miss  Wallin  and  Miss 
Donnelly,  who  have  labored  untiringly  in  this  good  cause. 

The  board  of  managers  of  the  Babies'  Hospital  are  endeavoring  to  raise 
$75,000  in  memory  of  Dr.  Reuel  B.  Kimball,  a  loyal  friend  to  the  Hospital 
for  many  years.  It  is  proposed  that  the  income  from  this  fund  be  used  to 
help  defray  the  expenses  of  the  social  service  work  of  the  Out-Patient 
Department.  This  after-supervision  carried  on  by  this  department  is 
most  important  and  in  many  cases  prevents  recurrence  of  illness.

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REPORT   OF   THE   SUMMER   COMMITTEE 

The  Summer  Branch  of  The  Babies'  Hospital  at  Rumson,  New  Jersey, 
opened  on  June  10,  a  little  later  than  usual  owing  to  the  difficulty  in  ob- 
taining nursery  maids.  However,  we  can  highly  commend  our  small  staff, 
who  under  the  excellent  direction  of  the  Superintendent,  Miss  Cameron, 
proved  most  capable.  From  June  to  September  10,  150  babies  received 
care  and  medical  attention  from  the  attending  doctor  and  were  much 
benefited.  The  Summer  Committee  visited  weekly  and  gifts  of  toys,  vege- 
tables and  ice  cream  came  as  frequent  treats.  Their  generosity  was  well 
expressed  by  the  results  of  a  Fair  held  in  July,  the  sum  of  $5,119.55  being 
raised;  this,  with  subscriptions,  donations  and  previous  balance  amounted 
to  $9,855.  As  the  Main  Building  was  sadly  in  need  of  repair  it  was  decided 
to  put  it  in  perfect  order  inside  and  out,  and  with  the  remainder  of  the 
"Jamison  Fund "  to  build  a  concrete  walk  connecting  buildings.  The  sum- 
mer of  1919  has  been  a  busy  and  successful  one  and  we  thank  all  those  who 
have  had  the  interest  of  the  Hospital  at  heart.

Since  early  in  April,  1919,  there  has  been  a  decided  decrease  in  the  number 
of  applicants  for  our  Infants'  Nurses  course  of  eight  months.  There  are 
many  causes  for  this,  the  principal  ones  being  the  limitation  of  emigration 
from  Europe  and  the  high  wages  paid  to  untrained  workers.  This  has 
made  a  very  serious  condition.  For  a  time  we  had  volunteer  workers  who 
came  from  nine  to  one  o'clock,  which  was  a  great  help  to  us. 

We  appreciate  the  Christmas  gifts  for  the  pupil  nurses  given  by  Mrs. 
Oliver  G.  Jennings;  Miss  Graves,  Mrs.  Kunhardt,  Jr.,  and  Mrs.  E.  T.  H. 
Talmage,  Jr.,  gave  candy  for  the  household,  and  Mrs.  P.  A.  Valentine  gave 
the  Christmas  tree,  toys,  candies,  fruit  and  clothing  to  two  hundred  Hos- 
pital and  Dispensary  children.  This  yearly  gift  of  Mrs.  Valentine's  is 
one  very  happy  way  of  keeping  in  touch  with  poor  children  who  have  been 
patients  during  the  year.

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SEVEN  FACTS  OF  INTEREST 

The  Babies'  Hospital  for  over  thirty-two  years  has  been  getting  results 
in  making  babies  better,  and  is  still  the  only  Hospital  of  its  kind  in 
New  York  City. 

The  Babies'  Hospital  has  a  Training  School  for  Infants'  Nurses,  has 
graduated  879  pupils,  and  offers  an  eight  months'  Post-Graduate  course 
to  Graduate  Nurses.  These  nurses  have  helped  the  babies  grow 
strong  through  careful  feeding  and  the  application  of  our  doctrine  of 
"Sunshine,  Sleep  and  Soap." 

The  Babies'  Hospital  offers  facilities  in  its  Out-Patient  Department  for 
the  treatment  of  poor  babies,  and  has  contributed  its  very  large  share 
to  better  health  and  happiness. 

The  Babies'  Hospital  operates  a  Summer  Branch  at  Rumson,  New 
Jersey,  where  much  has  been  done  for  little  children  by  fresh  air,  sun- 
shine and  kindness. 

The  Babies'  Hospital  has  for  nineteen  years  provided  lectures  to  the 
Fourth  year  students  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons.  Young 
physicians  are  here  given  the  unusual  opportunities  for  practical  study 
of  difficult  and  unusual  cases  of  disease  in  young  children  at  first  hand. 

The  Babies'  Hospital  has  admitted  27,179  babies.  It  was  a  struggle  for 
existence  with  most  of  them  and  skillful  nursing  has  saved  many. 

The  Babies'  Hospital  employs  two  Visiting  Nurses  to  follow  up  hospital 
treatment  after  the  baby  has  left  the  wards,  and  to  keep  the  essential 
things  before  the  mind  of  the  mother. 
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REPORT  TO  DIRECTORS 

To  the  Directors  of  The  Babies'  Hospital: 

So  many  kindnesses  have  been  extended  to  the  babies  this  year  that  in 
whatever  way  the  Directors  might  attempt  to  express  their  appreciation  it 
would  seem  inadequate.  In  sending  forth  this,  our  Thirty-second  Annual 
Report,  while  deeply  grateful  for  all  that  has  been  done  for  us,  yet  we  are 
hoping  that  the  coming  year  may  bring  forth  a  considerable  enlargement  of 
our  work.  The  various  reports  embodied  herewith  give  evidence  of  con- 
tinued interest  on  the  part  of  the  workers,  both  those  in  the  Hospital  who 
are  part  of  the  staff,  and  those  on  the  outside  who  are  volunteers,  all  of 
whom  have  bent  their  best  energies  to  accomplish  results.  It  is  encourag- 
ing to  note  that  some  of  our  contributors  have  doubled  their  money  gifts  to 
enable  us  to  accomplish  more  than  we  did  last  year,  and  we  only  wish  this 
might  develop  into  a  widespread  custom.  A  few  of  our  old  friends  have 
passed  on  during  the  year,  and  to  the  memory  of  these  we  pay  respectful 
tribute.  We  hope  others  may  step  into  their  places,  for  there  are  many 
fields  of  usefulness  constantly  developing  to  be  found  in  our  Hospital. 

A  Memorial  Fund  of  some  $53,000  was  raised  during  the  year  by  friends 
of  the  late  Dr.  Reuel  B.  Kimball,  and  this  has  become  part  of  our  investment 
fund  to  enable  us  to  extend  the  Social  Service  work.  The  receipts  in  the 
Current  Treasurer's  report  have  nearly  met  our  obligations,  there  being  a 
deficiency  of  $1,250  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  Summer  Branch,  operated 
under  the  watchful  eye  of  the  ladies  living  in  and  around  Seabright,  New 
Jersey,  performed  a  useful  purpose  in  taking  care  of  convalescent  babies  and 
children.  A  Fair  yielded  a  substantial  sum,  details  of  which  are  to  be  found 
in  the  report  of  the  Summer  Branch  Committee  on  another  page.     The 
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Women's  Board,  in  their  customary  spirit  of  helpfulness,  held  a  Fair  at  the 
residence  of  Mrs.  Oliver  G.  Jennings,  benefiting  the  treasury  by  nearly 
$4,000.  The  Directors  are  constantly  reminded  of  their  obligation  to  the 
Women's  Board  for  the  continued  prosperity  of  the  institution. 

The  tendency  to  secure  free  treatment  on  the  part  of  those  able  to  pay  has 
been  a  problem  difficult  to  meet.  With  the  increased  cost  of  service  and 
material,  the  Medical  Board  deemed  it  wise  to  increase  the  fee  for  treatment 
in  the  Out-Patient  Department  to  twenty-five  cents. 

We  take  pleasure  in  recording  the  gift  from  Mrs.  Andrew  Carnegie  of 
another  Endowed  Bed,  as  a  thank  offering  for  her  granddaughter,  Louise 
Carnegie  Miller.

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MEDICAL  REPORT 

To  the  Directors  and  Board  of  Managers: 

The  statistical  report  of  the  thirty-second  year  of  the  Babies'  Hospital  is 
given  elsewhere,  including  the  number  of  patients  admitted  and  the  diseases 
for  which  they  were  treated.  The  number  of  hospital  days  is  considerably 
smaller  than  the  previous  year,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  in  1920  the  Coun- 
try Branch  at  Rumson  was  not  opened  for  patients  from  the  Hospital. 

A  comparison  of  the  last  few  years'  work  with  that  of  earlier  years  is  an 
interesting  study  and  reveals  certain  tendencies  in  the  growth  of  the  Hospi- 
tal and  the  character  of  the  service  which  are  significant.  The  first  thing 
noticeable  is  the  great  reduction  in  the  average  stay  of  patients  in  the 
Hospital.  During  the  first  fourteen  years  of  the  Hospital's  existence  the 
average  stay  of  patients  was  twenty-five  days;  in  the  last  six  years  it  has 
been  but  fifteen  days,  and  for  the  past  year,  a  little  over  ten  days.  The 
second  thing  is  the  larger  proportion  of  very  serious  cases  which  have  been 
admitted,  particularly  conditions  for  which  adequate  care  cannot  be  given 
in  the  average  home  of  the  poor  in  New  York.  A  comparison  of  the  figures 
for  the  last  two  years  shows  some  rather  striking  features :

Pneumonia  (all  varieties) 170  320

This  list  might  be  very  much  extended. 
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Even  more  striking  than  the  above  is  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
surgical  patients.  In  the  report  of  four  years  ago  there  are  recorded  271 
surgical  operations;  75  of  these  were  serious  operations;  141  were  minor  ones 
and  55  for  the  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids.  During  1920  the  total  num- 
ber of  operations  was  581;  of  this  number  154  were  serious  operations;  195 
were  minor  operations  and  232  were  for  the  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids. 

It  is  evident  from  both  of  the  above  facts  that  physicians  throughout  the 
city  are  getting  more  and  more  into  the  habit  of  referring  to  the  Hospital 
their  serious  cases,  especially  those  requiring  surgical  treatment.  All  this  is 
along  the  line  of  greater  service  to  the  public,  as  the  function  of  the  Hospital 
should  be  to  do  for  children  what  cannot  well  be  done  outside  its  walls. 

The  Hospital  mortality  continues  to  be  high  as  is  inevitable  in  an  institu- 
tion which  cares  for  the  serious  conditions  of  patients  of  these  tender  ages. 

The  shorter  duration  of  the  stay  in  the  Hospital  is  because  of  the  practice 
of  treating  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  all  those  cases  which  can  be 
easily  taken  care  of  there.  It  is  much  more  economical  for  these  children  to 
be  boarded  at  home,  cared  for  by  their  mothers  and  brought  to  the  Hospital 
when  advice  is  needed,  and  for  the  mother  by  such  contact  to  be  educated  in 
their  proper  care,  than  that  all  the  work  done  for  these  children,  should  be 
done  in  the  Hospital  and  the  results  often  neutralized  by  neglect  or  improper 
care  at  home  after  discharge  from  the  wards.  With  the  help  of  an  increased 
visiting  nurse  service  it  will  be  quite  possible  to  enlarge  this  phase  of  the 
work. 

One  of  the  striking  features  in  hospital  work  in  New  York  has  been  the 
effort  to  improve  the  character  of  the  service  given  to  out-patients.  Our  aim 
in  the  Hospital  is  to  give  these  patients  just  as  thorough  examinations  and 
as  close  attention  as  is  given  the  ward  patients.  This  is  a  movement  which 
has  gained  a  good  deal  of  impetus  in  most  of  the  best  hospitals  in  New  York 
City. 

A  source  of  embarrassment  to  the  service  during  the  last  year  has  been  a 
shortage  of  nurses.     During  the  spring  and  summer  months  the  condition 
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was  very  serious  and  greatly  interfered  with  routine  work;  in  fact,  at  times 
it  became  necessary  to  curtail  admissions  to  the  wards  and  to  cease  to  re- 
ceive premature  infants  altogether.  With  the  autumn,  conditions  have 
decidedly  improved,  and  at  the  present  time  the  nursing  staff  is  quite  equal 
to  the  requirements  of  the  work. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  wish  to  state  that  the  work  of  the  Hospital  staff 
during  the  year  has  been  most  conscientious  and  efficient.

The  past  year  has  brought  some  changes  in  the  Out-Patient  Department. 
The  Reuel  B.  Kimball  Memorial  Fund  has  been  completed.  The  sum  of 
over  fifty-three  thousand  dollars  has  been  raised,  the  income  of  which  is  now 
available  to  the  Social  Service  work  of  the  Hospital.  As  a  beginning  of  the 
enlarged  forces,  Miss  Mildred  Sawyer  has  been  installed  in  charge  of  the 
reorganized  Social  work.  Changes  have  been  made  in  the  Dispensary  itself. 
The  reception  and  recording  of  patients,  and  all  of  the  paraphernalia  there- 
for, have  been  removed  to  another  room,  leaving  space  for  two  isolation 
cubicles.  Miss  Sawyer  is  now  installed  in  this  new  room,  while  Miss  Wallin 
and  Miss  Donnelly  continue  their  work  in  the  Clinic,  and  make  the  follow- 
up  visits,  and  dispense  necessary  relief. 

The  amount  of  relief  distributed  continues  to  increase  each  year,  showing 
the  interest  taken  in  special  cases  by  an  increasing  number  of  friends  of  the 
Hospital.     During  1920  we  received  for  this  purpose  $871.34

Christmas  baskets  were  sent  to  21  of  the  neediest  Dispensary  families, 
for  many  of  them  their  only  bit  of  Christmas  cheer.  The  cost  of  this,  $72, 
was  contributed  by  the  managers,  Mrs.  Francis  B.  Bradley  and  Dr.  Shields. 

We  have  received  the  following  contributions  which  are  gratefully 
acknowledged : 

Mrs.  Oliver  Harriman,  Chairman  of  Distributing  Committee  of  "Milk  for  Children  of 
America"  Fund,  sent  two  checks  for  $80  each  for  milk.  This  fund  was  used  during  the  sum- 
mer months. 

The  Evening  Mail,  through  the  "Save  a  Home  Fund,"  paid  rent  for  six  of  our  Dispensary 
families,  and  obtained  employment  for  five  men. 

Through  the  Mayor's  Committee,  we  received  60  tons  of  coal  for  120  families,  milk  and  ice 
for  40  families,  and  50  boat  trips. 

From  the  Free  Shoe  Fund,  through  the  Bureau  of  Attendance,  we  obtained  50  pairs  of  shoes 
for  school  children. 

The  League  of  Catholic  Women,  371  Lexington  Avenue,  through  Miss  Teresa  O'Donohue, 
gave  202  garments  for  children  from  5  to  12  years  old,  and  96  layettes  for  infants. 

The  Emergency  Tuberculosis  Relief  Committee,  through  Miss  Fogarty,  outfitted  100  chil- 
dren over  7  years  of  age  in  families  attending  the  Dispensary. 

The  "Ladies  of  Charity"  outfitted  and  gave  employment  to  forty  mothers  of  Out-Patient 
Department  patients. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Stafford  McLean  outfitted  four  adult  consumptives. 
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Through  the  courtesy  of  Miss  Arnold,  of  the  Babies'  Welfare  Organization,  six  families  have 
received  milk  for  6  to  8  months. 

Through  the  Child  Welfare  Committee  we  have  obtained  pensions  for  30  widows  and  the 
wives  of  three  insane  men. 

Mr.  Augustus  Groll  sent  40  tickets  for  Christmas  baskets,  sweaters  and  toys. 

Dr.  Alice  K.  Higgins  gave  one  ear  curette  and  one  ear  knife  for  the  Dispensary. 

The  generous  gifts  of  Mrs.  Takamine  and  of  the  Cribside  Committee  of 
$120  each  for  milk  for  needy  babies  are  especially  appreciated.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUMMER  COMMITTEE 

With  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  an  arrangement  was  made 
in  the  spring  to  open  the  Summer  Branch  at  Rumson,  New  Jersey,  to  the 
children  from  the  Day  Nurseries  of  the  City.  This  plan  was  agreed  upon  to 
conserve  the  nurses  for  the  City  Hospital,  as  it  was  found  possible  to  care 
for  the  older  children  from  the  Day  Nurseries  at  the  Rumson  branch,  by  the 
employment  of  a  matron  and  a  small  corps  of  outside  nurses,  thus  prevent- 
ing the  necessity  of  closing  the  Summer  Hospital. 

The  season  opened  on  June  8,  with  Miss  Louise  Morgan  in  charge,  and 
the  first  group  of  children  arrived  from  our  City  Dispensary,  the  Bethany 
Day  Nursery  and  the  Winifred  Wheeler.  All  went  happily  until  at  the 
close  of  the  two  weeks'  holiday,  "chicken  pox"  descended  upon  us,  and  a 
quarantine  followed  of  three  weeks,  but  after  that  no  further  disturbances 
prevented  the  children  from  enjoying  the  country,  with  drives  to  beach  and 
"ice  cream"  as  extra  pleasures.     The  Hospital  closed  September  1. 

The  Day  Nurseries  represented,  besides  our  Dispensary  children,  were: 
The  Bethany,  Winifred  Wheeler,  St.  Vincent  Ferrer's,  Kips  Bay  and  Man- 
hattanville,  in  all  134  children.  The  Summer  Committee  were  very  active 
in  their  interest  and  work.  In  July  a  Fair  was  held  at  the  residence  of  Mrs. 
Ira  Barrows,  and  the  amount  raised  was  $6,150.  Before  the  close  of  the 
summer  a  tablet  was  placed  in  Main  Building  in  loving  memory  of  the  late 
"Reuel  Baker  Kimball,  M.D.,"  who  for  over  twenty-five  years  gave  his 
services  to  the  Hospital  with  untiring  devotion.  To  all  those  who  gave 
their  support  and  encouragement  to  the  work  of  the  Summer  Committee, 
we  wish  to  extend  our  grateful  appreciation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  INFANTS' 

NURSES 

To  the  Directors  and  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Babies'  Hospital: 

For  the  past  two  years  the  shortage  of  pupils  in  our  Training  School  has 
been  a  very  serious  difficulty,  the  most  anxious  time  being  the  spring  and 
summer  of  1920  when  we  decided  it  was  impossible  for  us  to  supply  nurses 
to  open  the  Country  Branch  at  Rumson.  Beginning  with  October,  a  de- 
cided improvement  was  noticeable  and  before  the  end  of  the  year  we  had 
our  full  number  of  nurses  in  training.  We  desire  to  express  our  apprecia- 
tion of  the  willing  and  thorough  work  of  the  pupils  during  this  serious  time. 
Twenty-one  pupils  graduated  during  the  year,  a  very  small  number  com- 
pared with  former  years. 

The  Christmas  gifts  from  Mrs.  Oliver  G.  Jennings,  Miss  Graves,  Mrs. 
Kunhardt,  Jr.,  and  Mrs.  Talmage,  Jr.,  made  the  holiday  time  a  very  pleas- 
ant one  to  the  nurses  who  are  far  from  their  homes. 

We  sincerely  thank  our  physicians  for  their  kind  care  of  the  sick  nurses, 
and  also  our  Resident  Physician  for  the  course  of  lectures  given.

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OUR  CHRISTMAS  TREE 

The  annual  Christmas  Tree,  and  all  that  goes  with  it,  that  is  given  for  our 
children  by  Mrs.  P.  A.  Valentine,  is  one  of  the  events  of  our  Hospital  year. 
It  is  looked  forward  to  with  bright  anticipation  by  many  of  our  children. 
Not  long  ago,  before  Christmas,  a  little  boy  came  into  the  office,  leading  a 
younger  child  by  the  hand,  to  say  that  his  mother  had  sent  him  over  to 
remind  us  not  to  forget  to  send  for  her  children  for  the  Christmas  Tree. 

A  large  and  beautiful  tree  is  set  up  in  one  corner  of  the  Directors'  Room. 
At  the  other  end  of  the  room  is  a  table  full  of  toys,  and  on  each  side  are 
stacked  up  little  boxes  of  candy  and  piles  of  oranges.  The  babies,  accom- 
panied by  their  mothers  and  older  sisters  and  brothers,  are  brought  up  in 
groups.  They  are  first  taken  to  look  at  the  bright  tree,  and  then  led  to  the 
table  and  permitted  to  choose  whatever  strikes  their  fancy.  The  girls  al- 
ways want  dolls;  but  the  boys  are  usually  undecided  and  have  to  be  helped 
a  little  in  making  their  choice.  If  any  of  the  children  can  speak  a  piece  or 
sing  a  carol  they  often  do  so  to  the  great  delight  of  the  small  and  select  audi- 
ence. Right  here  we  affirm  that  the  grown-ups  who  have  the  tree  in  charge, 
or  assist  in  any  way  at  the  festival,  enjoy  it  as  much  as  the  children  do. 
This  year  many  of  the  mothers  looked  needy  and  forlorn,  and  a  great  num- 
ber of  babies  were  fitted  out  with  little  shirts  and  hose  and  other  clothing 
more  needed  than  toys. 

The  children,  all  of  whom  come  by  special  invitation,  are  the  patients  in 
the  house,  or  have  been  patients  in  the  wards  or  at  the  Dispensary.  To  the 
physicians  the  Christmas  tree  is  an  opportunity  to  see  how  the  discharged 
children  are  getting  along,  and  there  are  many  interesting  recognitions  be- 
tween patient  and  doctor. 
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About  200  little  children,  of  every  nationality,  alike  only  in  needing 
greatly  the  cheer  and  bounty  of  the  season,  come  every  year.  This  year 
210  pairs  of  eyes  reflected  the  glitter  of  the  decorated  tree.  One  little  boy 
from  the  wards,  who  had  been  sick  a  long  time,  had  been  looking  forward 
to  the  Tree  for  days.  As  Christmas  drew  nearer  he  counted  off  the  days  on 
his  fingers,  but  when  he  was  brought  down  by  his  nurse  he  was  quite  speech- 
less. He  could  not  sit  up,  and  lay  on  his  back  on  his  nurse's  lap  looking  at 
the  Tree  with  never  a  word  to  say.  Afterwards  he  hugged  tightly  with  both 
hands  the  trumpet  and  drum  brought  to  him  from  the  table  of  toys.  It 
seemed  as  though  this  pale  little  boy  was  the  most  impressed  of  all  the  small 
guests  at  our  Christmas  party.

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SEVEN  FACTS  OF  INTEREST 

The  Babies'  Hospital  for  over  thirty -three  years  has  been  getting  results 
in  making  babies  better,  and  is  still  the  only  Hospital  of  its  kind  in 
New  York  City. 

The  Babies'  Hospital  has  a  Training  School  for  Infants'  Nurses,  has 
graduated  903  pupils,  and  offers  an  eight  months'  Post-Graduate  course 
to  Graduate  Nurses.  These  nurses  have  helped  the  babies  grow 
strong  through  careful  feeding  and  the  application  of  our  doctrine  of 
"Sunshine,  Sleep  and  Soap." 

The  Babies'  Hospital  offers  facilities  in  its  Out-Patient  Department  for 
the  treatment  of  poor  babies,  and  has  contributed  its  very  large  share 
to  better  health  and  happiness. 

The  Babies'  Hospital  operates  a  Summer  Branch  at  Rumson,  New 
Jersey,  where  much  has  been  done  for  little  children  by  fresh  air,  sun- 
shine and  kindness. 

The  Babies'  Hospital  has  for  nineteen  years  provided  lectures  to  the 
Fourth  year  students  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons.  Young 
physicians  are  here  given  the  unusual  opportunities  for  practical  study 
of  difficult  and  unusual  cases  of  disease  in  young  children  at  first  hand. 

The  Babies'  Hospital  has  admitted  28,820  babies.  It  was  a  struggle  for 
existence  with  most  of  them  and  skillful  nursing  has  saved  many. 

The  Babies'  Hospital  employs  Visiting  Nurses  to  follow  up  hospital 
treatment  after  the  baby  has  left  the  wards,  and  to  keep  the  essential 
things  before  the  mind  of  the  mother. 
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REPORT  TO  DIRECTORS 

To  the  Directors  of  The  Babies'  Hospital: 

To  produce  sound  men  and  women  in  1945,  we  must  make  a  real  effort 
with  the  growing  babies  of  to-day  and  with  1,600  wee  bits  of  humanity 
entering  our  Hospital  each  year,  the  Directors  feel  that  they  have  a  re- 
sponsibility to  meet  which  must  not  be  assumed  too  lightly. 

The  easiest  way  to  conduct  a  hospital  is  to  follow  in  the  established  rut, — 
in  the  tracks  of  the  previous  year, —  for  this  saves  much  time,  but  we  do 
not  feel  satisfied  with  this  plan,  believing  that  in  any  line  of  endeavor 
there  must  be  a  constant  struggle  to  render  better  and  more  efficient  service. 
This  spirit  seems  to  have  permeated  our  entire  staff  and  perhaps  it  is  due 
to  the  realization  that  babies  are  such  helpless  little  mites  and  that  their 
appeal  for  aid  and  care  is  so  strong.  Even  though  history  reveals  the  fact 
that  necessity  sometimes  changes  the  form  and  figure  of  living  things,  in 
order  to  provide  self-help,  the  human  being,  in  its  infant  form,  still  remains 
the  most  dependent  and  pathetic  of  all  creatures. 

In  this,  our  Thirty-third  Annual  Report,  we  have  tried  to  record  some  of 
the  important  events  that  have  transpired  through  the  year,  but  writing 
about  them  is  never  as  human  or  as  vital  as  the  thing  itself, — it  is  merely 
the  echo  of  the  original  sound.  How  tame  and  colorless  it  is  for  us  to 
attempt  a  description  of  the  gratitude  felt  by  a  mother  whose  baby's  life 
has  been  saved,  compared  with  the  real  feeling  in  the  mother's  heart.  And 
yet,  this  Report  is  the  only  means  whereby  we  may  portray  the  picture  of 
what  we  are  doing  with  these  tiny  scraps  of  humanity,  many  of  whom  are 
so  frail  that  it  would  hardly  seem  as  if  they  could  live  the  day  out. 

There  has  been  a  constant  demand  for  our  private  rooms,  and  in  this 
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respect  I  think  we  are  no  different  than  other  hospitals,  for  the  ordinary 
citizen  is  beginning  to  appreciate  the  care  that  can  be  furnished  under  ideal 
surroundings  with  skilled  practitioners  near  at  hand. 

The  old  idea  that  loving  attention  cannot  be  administered  in  a  hospital 
is  passing  on.  It  is  our  great  hope  that  we  may  be  able  to  provide  more 
private  rooms  than  we  now  have,  for  were  this  dream  of  ours  to  be  realized 
it  would  mean  a  wider  circle  of  usefulness  and  a  greater  number  of  helpful 
friends. 

The  Directors  desire  to  place  on  record  the  recent  death  at  Tacoma, 
Washington,  of  Mrs.  Lemuel  H.  Wells,  who,  as  Mrs.  Andrew  H.  Smith, 
was  one  of  our  earliest  workers,  and  no  task  was  too  great  for  her  to  under- 
take. 

One  notable  improvement,  which  will  mean  much  in  rendering  more 
efficient  service  to  help  solve  some  of  the  mysteries  of  medical  science,  is  the 
installation  of  an  X-ray  outfit, — the  gift  of  Mrs.  Henry  G.  Bartol,  in  mem- 
ory of  her  mother,  Mrs.  John  Hone,  who  held  such  a  tender  spot  in  the 
hearts  of  the  Directors  when  she  served  as  one  of  them  during  a  long  period 
of  years. 

The  Directors  acknowledge  with  grateful  appreciation  the  gift  of  $5,000 
from  the  Estate  of  Jacob  H.  Schiff,  whose  interest  in  the  work  of  this  Hospi- 
tal during  his  lifetime  was  a  constant  source  of  inspiration  and  encourage- 
ment. 

The  Out-Patient  Department  through  the  impetus  given  it  by  the  estab- 
lishment and  support  of  the  Kimball  Fund  is  growing  daily  in  its  scope  of 
usefulness  and  we  can  truly  say  that  the  overcrowding  is  almost  becoming 
alarming  and  that  more  space  will  shortly  be  required  to  conduct  it  under 
the  standard  toward  which  we  must  eventually  aim. 

The  Social  Service  end  of  this  work  must  appeal  to  all  those  who  demand 
thoroughness  in  the  performance  of  the  task,  for  we  feel  that  our  work  is 
only  half  done  in  the  treatment  of  the  little  ones  in  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment, unless  we  follow  our  ministrations  into  the  home. 
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In  the  early  part  of  1921,  the  Hospital  was  benefited  by  a  Concert  given 
by  the  ladies  at  Carnegie  Hall,  Mr.  Kreisler  stirring  a  large  audience  to 
inspiration  by  his  wonderful  musical  talent.  A  considerable  sum  was  pro- 
vided as  a  result  of  these  efforts. 

There  are  other  features  of  our  work  which  have  been  conducted  through- 
out the  year  to  which  special  reference  is  made  in  the  Reports  placed  in 
this  volume,  notably  the  Training  School  for  Infants'  Nurses,  which  gives 
a  practical  education  to  young  girls  who  wish  to  become  qualified  in  the 
care  of  babies,  and  we  have  continued  successfully  our  home  in  the  country 
at  Oceanic,  and  for  its  success  we  cannot  stint  the  praise  that  belongs  to 
the  ladies,  for  what  they  have  done. 

Let  us  begin  our  Thirty-fourth  year  with  the  feeling  that  we  have  a  right 
to  be  encouraged  and  also  that  a  duty  devolves  upon  us  to  carry  on  our  work 
for  these  wee  bits  of  humanity  more  and  more  with  the  single  aim  of  render- 
ing greater  and  more  efficient  service.

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MEDICAL  REPORT 

To  the  Directors  and  Board  of  Managers: 

While  no  very  remarkable  developments  marked  the  work  of  the  Hospital 
during  1921,  as  a  whole  the  year  has  been  one  of  the  most  satisfactory  in  its 
history. 

A  summary  of  the  year's  work  as  compared  with  the  previous  year  is  as

Out-Patient  visits 16,034  18,978 

Children  sent  to  Oceanic 251 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  days'  treatment  and  of  patients  is  largely 
explained  by  the  work  at  Oceanic. 

The  general  mortality  was  19.2  per  cent  as  against  23.5  per  cent  for  the 
previous  year.  This  difference  in  percentage  is  partly  explained  by  the 
number  of  children  sent  to  Oceanic  during  the  summer,  most  of  whom  were 
not  suffering  from  acute  conditions.  Two-thirds  of  the  deaths  in  the  Hos- 
pital occurred  from  the  following  four  causes  in  order:  Marasmus,  93; 
acute  pneumonia,  55;  acute  intestinal  conditions,  43;  prematurity,  25.  It 
is  interesting  to  note  the  continued  decline  in  the  number  of  deaths  from 
intestinal  diseases  and  the  steady  rise  in  those  from  acute  respiratory  con- 
ditions; the  latter  have  now  taken  first  place. 

The  Country  Branch  was  opened  for  the  usual  three  months  and  most  of 
the  children  remained  two  weeks ;  but  some  with  the  most  serious  conditions 
spent  nearly  the  entire  season  at  Oceanic.     The  open-air  and  sun  treatment 
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was  used  in  a  considerable  number  of  the  cases,  particularly  with  children 
suffering  from  malnutrition,  those  with  marked  anemia  and  those  with 
empyema,  with  most  striking  benefit.  The  children  were  stripped  to  the 
waist  and  exposed  to  the  sun  for  the  greater  part  of  the  day;  their  bodies 
became  tanned  almost  to  a  mahogany  brown. 

The  greatest  improvement  was  seen  in  the  children  suffering  from  empy- 
ema, thirteen  of  whom  were  sent  to  Oceanic  and  treated  in  this  way.  Sev- 
eral of  these  had  sinuses  in  the  chest  which  had  been  discharging  for  many 
weeks  and  obstinately  refused  to  heal  in  the  wards  of  the  City  Hospital 
despite  all  treatment.  Almost  immediate  improvement  was  seen  after  this 
transfer  to  the  country,  and  in  some  of  the  worst  cases  the  results  were 
truly  remarkable. 

The  enormous  advantage  to  the  Hospital  in  having  a  place  to  which  such 
children  as  those  mentioned  can  be  sent  for  convalescence  and  the  great 
usefulness  of  the  Summer  Branch  was  never  so  well  demonstrated  as  it 
was  by  the  experience  of  last  year. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  the  continued  satisfactory  results  from  a  closer 
correlation  of  the  work  in  the  wards  with  that  of  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment. This  is  brought  about  by  the  fact  that  some  of  the  interne  staff 
work  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  every  day  and  the  attending  physi- 
cians of  the  Out-Patient  Department  make  general  rounds  in  the  Hospital 
twice  a  week. 

There  has  been  no  teaching  of  undergraduate  students  in  the  Hospital 
since  July.  In  the  place  of  one  of  these  clinics  there  has  been  held  a  weekly 
clinical  conference  of  the  entire  Hospital  staff,  including  the  men  in  the 
Out-Patient  Department,  which  has  been  most  successful  in  stimulating 
the  work  of  the  junior  members  and  keeping  all  in  touch  with  the  general 
Hospital  practice.  It  also  enables  the  Out-Patient  Department  men  to 
see  many  of  the  most  interesting  of  the  ward  cases.  We  have  thus  con- 
centrated the  teaching  upon  our  own  staff  rather  than  upon  outside 
physicians. 
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The  Hospital  service  has  been  greatly  benefited  by  the  appointment  of 
a  full-time  pathologist.  Since  October  1  Dr.  Wollstein  has  given  all  her 
day  to  the  Hospital,  and  the  effect  of  this  increase  in  service  is  already  felt 
in  a  higher  class  of  work  in  this  department.  It  promises  to  be  of  even 
greater  value  when  completely  organized. 

One  of  the  greatest  needs  of  the  Hospital  in  recent  years  has  been  that  of 
an  X-ray  plant  of  our  own.  Cases  requiring  X-ray  examinations  have  been 
sent  to  the  laboratories  of  other  institutions  nearby.  Through  the  generos- 
ity of  Mrs.  Henry  G.  Bartol  an  up-to-date  X-ray  plant  is  now  being  installed 
on  the  eighth  floor  of  the  Hospital  building,  the  gift  being  in  memory  of 
her  mother,  Mrs.  John  Hone,  who  was  one  of  the  earliest  and  for  many 
years  one  of  the  staunchest  supporters  of  the  Babies'  Hospital. 

The  greatest  problem  of  administration  and  service  continues  to  be  the 
Out-Patient  Department.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  statistics  that 
the  number  of  new  patients  increased  12  per  cent  and  the  number  of  visits 
18  per  cent  during  the  year.  The  average  daily  attendance  was  63  as 
against  53  for  the  previous  year.  All  of  these  figures  are  the  largest  in  the 
history  of  the  Hospital  and  are  evidence  of  the  improved  efficiency  in  the 
service  which  is  given  in  this  Department. 

The  Dispensary  survey  which  has  been  made  of  all  similar  institutions 
in  the  city,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  of  the 
Academy  of  Medicine,  has  made  a  very  thorough  study  of  our  Dispensary 
service  from  every  angle.  In  nearly  every  particular  except  one,  the  result 
of  the  study  was  most  gratifying.  The  one  great  criticism  was  overcrowding. 
With  a  daily  attendance  which  frequently  exceeds  125,  our  accommodations 
in  waiting  and  examining  rooms  are  taxed  to  the  limit,  often  beyond  this. 
The  only  solution  seems  to  be  more  space,  but  how  this  can  be  secured  in 
our  present  building  does  not  seem  clear.  Will  not  some  generous  friend 
of  the  Hospital  make  it  possible  to  get  more  room  by  giving  the  Hospital 
the  adjoining  house? 

During  the  year  the  experiment  has  been  tried  of  having  a  pay  clinic,  at

first  one,  then  later  two  mornings  a  week.  This  has  been  organized  to  meet 
the  needs  of  certain  patients  who  have  been  in  the  habit  of  coming  to  the 
Out-Patient  Department  but  who  can  afford  to  pay  more  and  are  quite 
willing  to  do  so.  Patients  pay  $3  for  the  first  examination  and  $1  for  sub- 
sequent visits.  In  the  first  part  of  the  year  this  was  open  but  one  morning 
a  week,  but  it  has  now  grown  to  two  clinics  a  week  and  its  advantages  are 
more  and  more  appreciated.  To  supply  really  good  medical  service  at  a 
price  which  people  of  very  moderate  incomes  can  afford  to  pay  is  one  of 
the  great  problems  of  medicine  today.  The  Medical  Board  still  regards 
this  as  an  experiment  the  results  of  which  so  far  seem  to  justify  its  contin- 
uance. The  pay  clinic  may  not  solve  the  problem,  but  it  is  certainly  one 
of  the  agencies  which  may  aid  in  its  solution. 

During  the  year  the  Hospital  has  been  remarkably  free  from  outbreaks 
of  contagious  disease.  This  is  only  possible  through  constant  watchfulness, 
for  at  no  time  are  we  free  from  this  danger. 

It  is  gratifying  to  record  the  excellent  work  which  has  been  done  by  the 
nurses  and  the  house  staff  during  the  past  year.

The  work  of  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  of  the  Visiting  Nurses 
continues  to  increase  year  after  year.  Under  the  present  division  of 
responsibilities  Miss  Sawyer  looks  after  all  records  and  devotes  herself  to 
securing  the  co-operation  of  other  charitable  and  relief  associations  for  the 
assistance  of  Dispensary  patients — in  which  work  she  has  proved  most 
efficient — while  Miss  Wallin  and  Miss  Donnelly  have  more  time  for  the 
very  necessary  follow-up  calls  on  the  patients  themselves. 

Fifty  dollars  a  month  has  been  allowed  from  the  Reuel  B.  Kimball  Memo- 
rial Fund,  which  with  our  monthly  donations  for  milk  from  Mrs.  Takamine 
and  our  faithful  Cribside  Committee  enables  us  to  give  milk  to  some  sixty 
families.  Other  substantial  sums  have  been  donated  by  the  Committee  for 
emergency  relief  as  needed.  The  amount  expended  in  relief  this  year  was 
$929.35.

From  the  League  of  Catholic  Women,  371  Lexington  Avenue,  through  Miss  Teresa  O'Don- 
ohue,  we  received  742  garments,  and  37  layettes. 

The  Emergency  Tuberculosis  Relief  Committee,  through  Miss  Fogarty,  took  care  of  14 
Dispensary  families. 

The  "Ladies  of  Charity"  gave  employment  to  18  mothers  of  Dispensary  patients. 

Through  Miss  Arnold  of  The  Babies'  Welfare  Organization,  13  families  received  milk. 

Through  the  Child  Welfare  Committee,  we  have  obtained  pensions  for  10  widows  and  the 
wives  of  5  insane  men.     Also  tickets  for  boat  trips  for  20  families. 

Doctor  and  Mrs.  Stafford  McLean  outfitted  3  Dispensary  families  with  clothing. 

From  the  Elks  Club  we  received  tickets  for  33  families  for  Christmas  baskets,  sweaters  and 
woolen  stockings. 

From  the  American  Red  Cross,  through  Mrs.  Rousmaniere,  we  received:  10  layettes;  32 
nightgowns;  50  convalescent  robes;  50  pairs  small  knitted  stockings;  50  infants'  knitted  caps; 
11  babies'  crib  quilts;  100  pairs  knitted  stockings;  1  box  of  toys. 

From  the  New  York  City  Branch  of  the  Needlework  Guild  of  America  we  received  105 
garments. 
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A  pay  clinic  has  been  opened  on  Saturday  mornings.  Patients  pay  an 
examination  fee  of  $3,  and  $1  for  subsequent  visits.  From  the  opening, 
November  27,  1920,  to  January  1,  1922,  there  were  admitted  90  new  cases 
and  333  old  ones,  making  a  total  of  423.  Registration  fees  amounted  to 
$672.85.  Many  babies  were  placed  in  boarding  homes  and  temporary 
shelters,  and  whenever  necessary  were  referred  to  other  institutions  and 
organizations.  Particular  thanks  are  due  to  the  Babies'  Welfare  Federa- 
tion for  their  co-operation  in  these  cases,  and  to  St.  John's  Guild  for  send- 
ing children  to  Seaside  Hospital  and  on  the  Floating  Hospital  during  the 
summer. 

The  increasing  interest  of  the  Board  of  Managers  in  the  relief  work  of  the 
Dispensary  Committee  is  deeply  appreciated  by  the  members,  as  is  also 
the  co-operation  and  help  they  have  received  from  all  the  above-mentioned 
organizations  and  friends.

Through  the  untiring  efforts  of  Mrs.  Van  Tine,  $356  was  contributed  to 
the  Hospital  through  the  Children's  Charity. 

Mrs.  Battershall 
had  charge  of  it  and  succeeded  in  raising  approximately  $1,500  for  the 
Hospital. 
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A  Rummage  Sale  was  held  in  November  which  was  not  as  successful  as 
in  the  past  few  years,  but  raised  about  $500  to  continue  the  work  of  the 
Committee.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUMMER  COMMITTEE 

How  delightful  it  is  to  write  of  pleasant  things!  This  report  of  the 
Summer  Branch  of  the  Babies'  Hospital  is  one  of  splendid  and  efficient 
work  on  the  part  of  Staff  and  Committee,  and  a  happy  and  successful  sum- 
mer. With  Hamersley  Cottage,  Nurses'  Home,  Laundry  and  Infirmary 
all  shining  with  new  paint,  with  an  electric  washer  installed,  with  flowers 
blooming  and  grass  cut,  the  buildings  opened  on  May  31,  Miss  Wood  as 
Superintendent,  Miss  Lily  Smith,  Assistant  Superintendent  and  House- 
keeper, and  seventeen  nurses  under  their  supervision.  Dr.  Murray  cared 
for  the  babies  in  June,  Dr.  Craig  in  July,  and  Dr.  Millan  in  August,  Dr. 
Mercereau  from  Long  Branch  kindly  coming  as  Consultant. 

Two  hundred  and  forty-two  babies  were  in  our  care,  and  all  summer 
every  crib  had  an  occupant;  and  those  who  came  so  frail  and  weak  could 
usually  trot  about  before  departure.  The  summer  being  warm  and  dry, 
the  children  lived  out-of-doors,  in  baby  carriages,  the  stronger  ones  playing 
in  the  sand-box  or  with  toys.  It  was  a  pretty  sight  to  see  this  blue  gingham 
flock  at  dinner,  seated  at  long  low  tables  under  the  trees.  All  meals  were 
thus  served,  and  plates  and  cups  were  well  emptied.  How  they  gained ! 
The  improvement  in  Empyema  cases  was  wonderful.  One,  "Little  Martin," 
could  not  lift  a  tiny  hand  as  he  lay  in  his  carriage  all  of  June;  by  July  he 
had  found  his  comrades  at  table,  and  before  his  departure,  any  obstacle  in 
his  path  was  swept  aside! 

One  shadow  fell — the  loss  of  one  little  life — a  little  girl  suffering  with 
severe  heart  trouble.  Love  and  care  were  bestowed  upon  her  and  her  last 
three  short  weeks  were  made  happy. 

The  Committee  gave  time  for  weekly  visiting,  and  made  possible  the 
"ice-cream  treats"  twice  a  week,  besides  gifts  of  vegetables  and  toys.     A 
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"Junior  Committee"  for  young  girls  was  of  great  help,  and  they  were 
responsible  for  the  Children's  Corner  at  the  Fair.  Mrs.  George  Coe 
graciously  offered  her  home  for  this  occasion  and  the  Fair  was  held  on 
veranda  and  grounds  on  July  12.     The  sum  raised  was  $5,543. 

We  thank  all  of  the  Hospital  Staff  who  served  so  well  and  faithfully  and 
the  many  friends  for  their  inspiring  interest.

REPORT  OF  THE  POST-GRADUATE  COURSE  FOR  REGISTERED 

NURSES 

To  the  Directors  and  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Babies'  Hospital: 

Four 

completed  the  eight  months  work;  one  resigned  and  one  will  graduate  next 

year. 

It  was  decided  to  change  the  course  to  six  months  as  many  who  apply 

feel  they  cannot  take  a  longer  time,  having  already  spent  three  years  in 

training.

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REPORT  TO  DIRECTORS 

To  the  Directors  of  The  Babies'  Hospital: 

Owing  to  the  general  favorable  health  conditions  existing  in  New  York 
during  1922,  the  demands  on  the  Hospital  have  not  been  as  great  as  last 
year,  the  total  Hospital  days  being  19,892  as  compared  with  21,786  for  1921. 
The  Dispensary  service  has,  on  the  other  hand,  increased  from  18,978 
in  1921  to  20,100  in  1922.  This  increase  has  handicapped  the  work,  as 
this  Department  was  already  congested,  and  brings  to  us  the  problem  of 
overcrowding,  which  we  must  solve  in  the  near  future  to  enable  the  Hospital 
to  properly  take  care  of  the  demands  that  are  increasingly  being  made. 

The  Rockefeller  Institute  has  maintained  for  many  years  in  our  Hospital 
a  special  research  laboratory,  the  work  of  which  has  now  been  completed, 
and  we  have  been  notified  that  its  personnel  would  be  withdrawn.  Just 
at  this  time  we  have  been  able  to  equip  and  establish  a  chemical  laboratory 
through  the  generous  gift  of  $5,000  by  one  of  our  friends,  which  will  maintain 
the  Laboratory  for  three  years,  and  by  the  gift  of  the  apparatus  used  by 
the  Rockefeller  Institute  in  their  research  work  here.  Our  doctors  will  be 
greatly  assisted  in  their  treatment  of  the  babies  entrusted  to  us  by  the  facili- 
ties of  the  Chemical  Laboratory,  as  well  as  the  Pathological  and  X-ray 
laboratories.

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By  the  receipt  of  a  gift  of  $2,000  from  Mrs.  Henry  G.  Bartol,  we  have 
been  able  to  equip  an  X-ray  laboratory  this  year,  and  this  has  already  proven 
to  be  of  the  greatest  value  to  the  doctors  in  their  work. 

We  desire  to  register  again  our  deep  appreciation  of  the  many  years' 
devotion  of  Mrs.  John  J.  Knox,  in  whose  death  on  August  15,  1922,  the 
Hospital  lost  one  of  its  warmest  as  well  as  oldest  friends.  Mrs.  Knox  was 
in  1891  a  member  of  the  Reception  Committee  and  a  manager  of  the 
Summer  Hospital.  In  1895  she  became  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors and  president  of  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers.  Ever  since  that  time 
she  had  the  welfare  of  the  Hospital  at  heart  and  gave  constantly  of  her 
time  and  money  in  furthering  its  interests. 

We  cannot  accomplish  the  work  of  the  Hospital  without  the  co-operation 
of  the  various  sub-committees  of  the  board  and  we  desire  to  thank  them 
for  their  constant  assistance  in  helping  in  the  past  year's  service.  This 
also  applies  to  the  physicians,  nurses  and  all  those  who  work  in  the  Hos- 
pital, both  in  the  city  and  at  Rumson,  New  Jersey,  for  only  by  their  spirit 
of  devotion  can  the  work  of  healing  of  the  babies  be  accomplished  and 
thus  maintain  the  right  for  the  Hospital's  existence.

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MEDICAL  REPORT 

To  the  Directors  and  Board  of  Managers: 

The  year  just  closed,  which  has  marked  the  thirty-fourth  of  the  Hos- 
pital's existence,  has  been  characterized  by  no  outstanding  features.  The 
work  in  all  its  departments  has  gone  forward  with  a  smoothness  which  has 
been  gratifying. 

A  summary  of  the  year's  work  as  compared  with  the  previous  year  is 
shown  in  the  following  table :

As  a  whole  the  year  1922  has  been  an  exceptionally  healthy  one  for 
children,  the  autumn  months  particularly  so.  Our  heaviest  months  are 
not  now  as  formerly  July  and  August,  but  January,  February  and  March. 
The  proportion  of  patients  admitted  to  the  wards  for  different  conditions 
in  the  last  twenty  years  is  shown  in  the  following  table:

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Acute  pneumonia  shows  little  change  in  relative  frequency. 

There  is  a  great  reduction  in  the  proportion  of  intestinal  disease  and  in 
marasmus  and  feeding  cases. 

There  is  no  marked  change  in  the  proportion  of  cases  of  tuberculosis,  of 
acute  meningitis  or  of  prematurity. 

There  is  a  very  great  increase  in  the  surgical  operations  in  cases  of 
pyloric  stenosis  and  in  those  of  empyema. 

This  change  in  the  incidence  of  disease  among  small  children  is  very 
interesting.  It  shows  that  with  better  knowledge  of  infant  feeding,  cleaner 
milk,  the  pasteurization  of  milk  and  more  intelligent  infant  hygiene  and 
care,  the  problem  of  the  digestive  disorders  of  infants  and  of  marasmus  is 
on  the  way  to  a  solution. 

However,  in  the  acute  respiratory  diseases  which  make  up  the  bulk  of 
our  admissions  in  the  late  winter  and  spring  months  no  reduction  is  seen. 
The  latter  are  less  amenable  to  measures  of  prevention.  Since  over- 
crowding and  contagion  are  such  important  causative  factors,  it  is  not 
likely  that  we  can  look  forward,  certainly  not  in  the  near  future,  to  any 
improvement;  rather  do  all  present  indications  point  to  an  increase  in 
these  diseases  in  our  crowded  city. 

A  steady  increase  in  the  surgical  work  of  the  Hospital  has  been  seen  in 
the  last  few  years.  While  much  of  this  is  of  the  character  of  minor  surgery, 
during  the  past  year  a  considerable  number  of  serious  operations  have  been 
done  with  most  satisfactory  results,  e.g.,  45  operations  for  pyloric  stenosis 
with  37  recoveries;  6  for  appendicitis  with  5  recoveries;  10  for  intussuscep- 
tion with  9  recoveries.  A  special  branch  of  surgery,  viz.,  the  surgery  of 
infancy  is  developing  rapidly  with  the  experience  in  our  wards.  Drs. 
Downes  and  Boiling  have  given  a  large  amount  of  time  to  this  part  of  our 
work.  The  satisfactory  results  of  major  operations  have  been  due  not 
only  to  operative  technique  but  to  the  after-care  of  infants  operated  upon; 
the  latter  not  always  what  it  should  be  in  a  large  general  hospital. 

Beginning  last  April  a  100  per  cent  increase  in  the  charges  in  the  Dis- 
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pensary  for  registration  and  subsequent  visits  was  made,  but  this  has  had 
practically  no  effect  upon  the  attendance,  although  it  has  materially  added 
to  the  income  of  the  Hospital,  wiping  out  a  deficifin  this  department. 

The  X-ray  equipment  has  been  installed  for  nearly  nine  months  and  has 
proven  of  the  greatest  possible  value.  The  type  which  we  have  is  a  new 
one,  and  the  character  of  the  work  done  has  been  most  satisfactory;  this 
small  plant  giving  results  equal  to  those  obtained  in  the  largest  X-ray 
laboratories  in  the  city. 

The  teaching  of  students  from  the  Columbia  Medical  School  was  re- 
sumed at  the  beginning  of  the  college  year  and  has  been  regularly  con- 
tinued to  date. 

The  research  chemical  work  which  has  been  carried  on  in  the  Hospital, 
under  a  grant  from  the  Rockefeller  Institute,  for  the  past  twelve  years  was 
completed  and  the  grant  discontinued  on  December  31st.  The  Directors 
of  the  Institute  have  very  generously  donated  the  supplies  on  hand  and 
equipment  which  has  been  installed,  to  the  chemical  laboratory  of  the 
Hospital. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Oliver  G.  Jennings  the  future  of  a 
chemical  laboratory  is  assured.  The  work  which  will  be  undertaken  under 
the  new  auspices  will  be  closely  connected  with  the  clinical  work  of  the 
Hospital  and  will  be  of  great  practical  importance. 

Changes  in  the  treatment  of  diseases  of  children  have  been  very  marked 
in  recent  years  and  some  of  the  newer  measures  have  been  proven  to  be 
of  the  greatest  value.  The  use  of  drugs  in  the  control  both  of  acute  and 
chronic  disease  has  been  largely  dispensed  with.  The  therapeutic  agencies, 
in  addition  to  careful  feeding,  upon  which  we  have  come  to  rely  very  ex- 
tensively, particularly  with  these  small  patients,  are  four: 

First,  transfusion,  which  is  in  almost  daily  use  at  the  Hospital,  not  only 
for  those  who  have  lost  blood  before  admission,  but  in  many  other  cases, 
particularly  in  severe  types  of  infection. 

Second,  hypodermoclysis,  or  the  injection  of  salt  solutions  under  the  skin. 
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This  has  been  especially  useful  in  cases  of  acute  prostration  after  operations 
and  particularly  in  all  of  the  acute  intestinal  conditions,  and  in  many 
others  of  collapse  where  it  is  for  the  time  being  impossible  to  administer 
fluids  either  by  the  stomach  or  the  bowel.  The  great  value  of  this  mode 
of  treatment  is  demonstrated  in  our  experience  every  day,  and  it  is  one  of 
the  things  which  we  would  find  it  very  difficult  to  get  along  without.  In 
the  intestinal  cases  particularly  many  of  the  most  important  symptoms  are. 
due  to  the  rapid  withdrawal  of  fluid  and  salts  from  the  blood.  From  five 
to  ten  ounces  (150  to  300  cc.)  are  given  daily,  sometimes  twice  a  day,  to 
infants  of  ten  or  twelve  pounds  weight  with  most  gratifying  results.  This 
for  the  time  takes  the  place  of  food  and  carries  patients  over  many  critical 
periods. 

Third,  cod-liver  oil,  the  importance  of  which  all  have  come  to  recognize 
in  the  prevention  of  rickets.  We  have  found  it  especially  advantageous 
as  an  addition  to  the  food  of  feeble,  very  young  and  premature  infants. 
For  the  latter  very  small  doses  are  quite  sufficient.  In  the  beginning  four 
or  five  drops  a  day  are  administered,  this  amount  being  gradually  increased 
up  to  a  maximum  of  twenty  to  thirty  drops  a  day. 

Fourth,  sunlight.  The  great  value  of  this  has  been  shown  particularly 
in  our  chronic  pulmonary  cases  at  Oceanic,  but  we  are  using  it  more  and 
more  in  the  wards  of  the  city  Hospital  in  the  winter  whenever  it  is  available. 

I  wish  to  bear  testimony  to  the  excellent  work  of  the  House  Staff  and 
also  of  those  who  have  served  so  faithfully  in  the  Out-Patient  Department.

The  work  of  the  Out-Patient  Department  increases  every  year  and  the 
time  is  fast  approaching  when  some  provision  must  be  made  to  give  us  more 
room.  Any  one  who  has  dropped  in  on  a  busy  afternoon  must  feel  that  this 
is  almost  the  most  important  work  that  the  Hospital  does  and  that  the 
rooms,  suitable  as  they  were  for  the  former  attendance,  cannot  properly 
afford  the  present  number  of  patients  place  even  to  sit  down  while  waiting; 
or  the  doctors  rooms  enough  for  their  consultations  and  examinations. 

Miss  Sawyer's  increased  experience  and  knowledge  of  the  social  service 
facilities  of  the  city  have  resulted  in  greater  co-operation  and  help  from 
other  child  welfare  organizations,  especially  the  Social  Service  Exchange, 
which  enables  us  to  learn  what  other  organizations  are  doing  for  our  par- 
ticular cases.  We  have  also  arranged  for  country  care  for  a  number  of 
Dispensary  and  Hospital  cases  and  almost  all  these  children  have  shown 
marked  improvement.  We  are  particularly  indebted  to  the  Babies'  Welfare 
Federation  whose  clearing  house  we  have  used  continuously,  and  to  those 
Catholic  charities  which,  through  Miss  Donnelly's  efforts,  have  been 
brought  in  contact  with  our  Catholic  children. 

Miss  Wallin  and  Miss  Donnelly  have  made  more  visits  than  ever  before, 
more  money  has  been  expended  for  milk  and  relief,  and  more  clothing  has 
been  received  and  distributed. 

At  Christmas,  through  the  kindness  of  the  managers  of  the  Hippodrome 
and  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Welfare,  we  were  able  to  take  one  hundred 
children  to  see  "Better  Times,"  which  they  enjoyed  hugely. 
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Pensions  were  secured  for  15  widows  under  the  Widows'  Pension  Act. 
This  enables  them  to  care  for  their  children  at  home  instead  of  boarding 
them  in  institutions.

It  is  estimated  that  at  least  500  gar- 
ments were  made  and  donated  to  the  Hospital. 

A  Rummage  Sale  was  held  in  November  which  was  successful  in  raising 
money  to  continue  the  work  of  the  Committee. 

In  January,  the  Cribside  Committee  decided  to  take  part,  with  five  other 
charitable  organizations,  in  the  maintenance  of  a  Thrift  Shop,  at  913 
Eighth  Avenue.  $2,400  will  have  been  received  as  our  share  of  the  profits 
by  January  1,  1923.  The  Committee  has  voted  to  continue  this  work  for 
another  year. 

Through  the  untiring  efforts  of  Mrs.  Van  Tine,  $236  was  contributed  to 
the  Hospital  by  the  members  of  the  Children's  Charity. 

The  Endowment  Fund  completed  the  $5,000  necessary  to  endow  the 
third  Cribside  Committee  bed,  which  was  given  in  memory  of  Miss  Sarah 
Elizabeth  Williams. 

The  Committee,  as  usual,  paid  $250  toward  the  support  of  a  bed  for  the 
year,  and  paid  half  the  salary  of  the  Social  Service  Superintendent,  and  $10 
a  month  for  milk  for  the  Dispensary  babies.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUMMER  COMMITTEE 

The  yellow  buildings  of  the  Summer  Branch  began  to  show  signs  of  wak- 
ing up  after  their  long  quiet  winter;  the  latter  part  of  May  windows  opened 
and  a  general  stir  of  housecleaning,  with  Miss  Wood  and  Miss  Gray  in 
command,  stimulated  by  visits  from  Miss  Smith. 

On  May  31st,  the  bus  arrived  with  the  first  admissions,  and  from  then  to 
August  25th  arrivals  and  departures  followed  weekly,  and  243  babies  came 
to  the  Summer  Branch  for  health  and  new  strength,  and  our  disappoint- 
ments in  that  hope  were  few,  we  are  happy  to  say. 

The  improvement  in  the  twenty  empyema  cases  was  our  special  pride. 
One,  little  Molly,  had  been  such  a  sufferer — double  empyema  and  a  case  of 
measles  as  well.  She  remained  nearly  all  summer  gaining  health,  and  she 
and  her  tiny  sister,  Clara,  were  great  pets.  Clara,  our  "  Song  bird,"  though 
faint  the  "tune,"  the  shining  eyes  and  ecstatic  smile  were  the  charm. 
Sylvia,  an  appendicitis  case,  an  extremely  nervous  little  child,  who,  when 
put  to  bed,  flung  everything  out  of  her  crib  on  to  the  floor — this  was  done 
over  and  over.  But  she  greatly  improved,  to  every  one's  joy,  with  a  gain 
of  almost  seven  pounds.     These  are  just  two  of  many  interesting  cases. 

In  June  the  plans  of  meeting  our  expenses  were  under  discussion,  and  a 
fund  to  be  raised  by  subscription  was  decided  on.  The  delightful  answer 
to  this  was  the  sum  of  $4,560. 

It  was  such  a  pleasure  to  have  a  visit  from  the  president  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  whose  enthusiasm  gave  us  greater  encouragement. 

The  Committee  decided  to  spend  considerable  for  new  equipment,  and 
the  following  purchases  were  made:  55  new  hair  mattresses;  rubber  sheeting 
to  cover  same;  new  cutlery  for  nurses'  and  maids'  tables;  new  sheets  and 
pillow  slips;  1  electric  washing  machine;  6  "Kumfy  Cribs,"  and  a  gift  of  6 
more  from  Mrs.  Carll  Tucker,  and  one  from  Mrs.  Thomas  Vietor,  were  of 
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great  advantage  to  the  small  children  as  they  were  completely  screened, 
and  added  a  new  picture  under  the  trees. 

The  Junior  Committee  gave  sweaters  and  rompers,  and  ice-cream  treats 
came  weekly,  also  vegetables,  books  and  toys  from  the  Committee. 

Our  interns  were:  Dr.  L.  Emmett  Holt,  Jr.,  June;  Dr.  George  R.  Bader, 
July;  Dr.  Bruce  Chown  and  Dr.  Charles  Peckham,  August  and  September. 

But  the  shadow  that  fell  upon  the  Hospital  touched  just  as  deeply  the 
Summer  Branch.  The  death  of  our  very  loved  Mrs.  John  Jay  Knox 
saddened  the  community.  Her  summers  were  lived  near  the  Summer 
Branch  of  the  Babies'  Hospital,  and  to  the  Summer  Committee  her  wisdom 
and  clear  vision  have  ever  been  a  staff  to  lean  upon. 

In  this  report  let  me  express  the  appreciation  of  the  Summer  Committee 
to  all  who  served  so  faithfully  in  the  work  of  1922.

Died  January  14,  1924 

Most  noble  and  lasting  structures  owe  their  existence  to  the  accumulated 
efforts  of  many  men,  or  of  many  generations  of  men,  each  adding  something 
to  the  purpose  until  it  is  completed. 

But  the  Babies'  Hospital  was  conceived  in  one  man's  mind,  and  was 
carried  out  by  one  man's  labors,  and  in  a  peculiar  sense,  therefore,  owes  its 
birth,  its  continued  successful  existence,  and  its  great  promise  of  permanence 
to  Dr.  Holt. 

His  deep  sense  of  the  helplessness  and  unprotectedness  of  the  first  few 
years  of  life  was  the  mainspring  of  all  the  motives  and  accomplishments 
of  his  long  and  active  professional  career.  His  keen  sympathy  with 
suffering,  and  his  ready  understanding,  combined  with  unusual  common 
sense,  made  him  not  only  helpful  but  pleasant  and  easy  to  work  with. 

As  a  diagnostician,  as  a  therapeutist,  as  a  research  student,  and  as  a 
teacher;  in  all  of  these  fields  he  was  supreme,  and  his  clarity  of  exposition 
and  his  simplicity  and  directness  of  style,  made  him  the  beloved  preceptor, 
not  only  of  his  students  and  of  the  medical  profession  generally,  but  of  the 
whole  world  of  good  mothers,  for  his  books  on  children  are  read  all  over  the 
globe. 

And  so,  mindful  of  these  rare  and  lovable  qualities,  and  mindful  of  all 
that  he  did  for  this  Institution,  and  all  that  he  did  for  humanity  in  the 
creation  of  it,  and  mindful  of  all  that  we  and  our  undertaking  have  lost  in 
his  death,

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SEVEN  FACTS  OF  INTEREST 

The  Babies'  Hospital  for  over  thirty-five  years  has  been  getting  results 
in  making  babies  better,  and  is  still  the  only  Hospital  of  its  kind  in 
New  York  City. 

The  Babies'  Hospital  has  a  Training  School  for  Infants'  Nurses,  has 
graduated  964  pupils,  and  offers  a  six  months'  Post-Graduate  course 
to  Graduate  Nurses.  These  nurses  have  helped  the  babies  grow 
strong  through  careful  feeding  and  the  application  of  our  doctrine  of 
"Sunshine,  Sleep  and  Soap." 

The  Babies'  Hospital  offers  facilities  in  its  Out-Patient  Department  for 
the  treatment  of  poor  babies,  and  has  contributed  its  very  large  share 
to  better  health  and  happiness.  In  1923,  it  received  17,879  visits 
from  babies. 

The  Babies'  Hospital  operates  a  Summer  Branch  at  Rumson,  New 
Jersey,  where  much  has  been  done  for  little  children  by  fresh  air,  sun- 
shine and  kindness. 

The  Babies'  Hospital  has  for  twenty-one  years  provided  lectures  to  the 
Fourth  year  students  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons. 
Young  physicians  are  here  given  unusual  opportunities  for  practical 
study  of  difficult  and  unusual  cases  of  disease  in  young  children  at 
first  hand. 

The  Babies'  Hospital  has  admitted  32,300  babies.  It  was  a  struggle  for 
existence  with  most  of  them  and  skillful  nursing  has  saved  many. 

The  Babies'  Hospital  employs  Visiting  Nurses  to  follow  up  hospital 
treatment  after  the  baby  has  left  the  wards,  and  to  keep  the  essential 
things  before  the  mind  of  the  mother.

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REPORT   TO  DIRECTORS 

To  the  Directors  of  The  Babies'  Hospital: 

Any  report  on  the  Babies'  Hospital,  on  any  of  the  departments,  or,  in 
fact,  on  health  conditions  of  babies  from  any  standpoint,  has  been,  ever 
since  the  beginning  of  the  Hospital,  intimately  connected  with  one  man  who, 
during  our  whole  existence,  has  given  himself,  year  after  year,  whole- 
heartedly to  produce  what  our  Hospital  stands  for. 

Consequently  in  Dr.  Holt's  death  we,  who  have  been  privileged  to  work 
with  him,  realize  to  the  utmost  the  loss  to  the  Hospital,  the  babies  and  the 
welfare  of  children  the  world  over. 

Ever  since  the  Hospital  was  founded  Dr.  Holt  was  a  Director  and  the 
Physician-in-Chief  of  our  Medical  Board  and  as  such  was  most  responsible 
for  the  development  of  the  Hospital,  and  what  the  Babies'  Hospital  of  the 
future  will  be  will  depend  on  how  carefully  we  carry  on  the  principles  for 
which  we  have  stood  in  the  past. 

Owing  to  the  active  cooperation  of  all  the  sub-committees  of  the  Board, 
the  work  has  been  carried  on  satisfactorily  through  the  whole-hearted  spirit 
shown  by  the  physicians,  nurses  and  all  who  work  in  the  Hospital,  —  a 
spirit  of  service  to  those  in  trouble  who  come  to  us  for  help. 

We  are  very  thankful  to  report  the  following  additions  to  our  Permanent 
Fund  during  1923:

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MEDICAL  REPORT 

To  the  Directors  and  Board  of  Managers: 

The  death  of  Dr.  Holt  in  Pekin,  China,  on  January  14,  1924,  has  meant 
to  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Hospital  a  peculiarly  deep  and  personal  sorrow 
and  a  loss  impossible  to  estimate. 

For  thirty-five  years  his  was  the  guiding  spirit  of  the  institution. 

Dr.  Howland  has  well  said,  "The  medical  studies  that  emanated  from  it 
gave  to  the  Hospital  a  world-wide  reputation."  Most  of  this  work  was  Dr. 
Holt's.    The  other  workers  were  inspired  and  aided  by  him. 

It  is  difficult  to  visualize  the  future  of  the  Hospital  without  him. 

He  had  so  organized  the  work,  especially  in  preparation  for  a  prolonged 
absence  in  the  Orient,  that  the  activities  of  the  Hospital  have  continued 
much  as  usual. 

This  has  been  due  not  only  to  Dr.  Holt's  thoughtful  preparation,  but 
also  to  the  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  of  the  entire  personnel  of  the  institution, 
both  executive  and  medical,  in-patient,  and  dispensary. 

The  most  noteworthy  feature  of  the  statistical  medical  report  is  the 
remarkably  low  mortalities  in  the  cases  of  congenital  pyloric  stenosis. 
During  the  year  there  were  forty-four  cases  with  operation,  and  but  two 
deaths.  This  is  a  mortality  of  but  four  and  one  half  per  cent.  The  average 
over  a  number  of  years  has  been  nearly  eighteen  per  cent. 

The  probable  explanation  of  this  is  the  putting  into  effect,  measures  to 
improve  the  condition  of  those  patients  admitted  in  such  a  state  that  they 
have  not  heretofore  survived.  The  chief  of  these  has  been  blood  transfusion. 
This  has  sometimes  been  done  twice  before  operation.  The  result  has 
been  that  many  of  the  type  that  previously  died  have  left  the  Hospital  at 
the  usual  time  in  excellent  condition. 
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The  most  recent  addition  to  our  equipment  has  been  a  mercury  vapor 
quartz  lamp,  often  known  as  an  "Alpine  lamp."  This  is  for  treating  cer- 
tain cases  with  artificial  sunlight. 

In  other  institutions  it  has  been  used  with  much  success  in  many  diseases, 
notably  surgical  and  abdominal  tuberculosis.  It  also  seems,  when  used 
properly  over  the  entire  body  of  undernourished  children,  to  improve  the 
general  condition,  much  as  does  exposure  to  sunlight  on  the  beaches,  in 
summer. 

We  are  more  and  more  feeling  the  need  of  additional  room.  This  is 
most  markedly  shown  in  the  cramped  quarters  of  our  operating  room  and 
in  the  overcrowded  condition  of  our  Dispensary. 

It  is  astonishing  as  well  as  gratifying  that  in  spite  of  the  handicaps  the 
work  done  remains  of  such  an  high  order.

The  Out-Patient  Department  continues  to  carry  on  its  good  work, 
though  still  greatly  handicapped  through  lack  of  space.  The  casual  visitor 
at  any  of  our  afternoon  clinics  will  have  this  fact  brought  strikingly  to  his 
attention. 

Miss  Wallin  and  Miss  Donnelly  continue  to  give  very  efficient  service  in 
the  Dispensary,  and  also  follow  up  the  care  of  the  children  in  their  homes. 

Miss  Sawyer  still  gives  most  valuable  service  in  the  Social  Service  Depart- 
ment, and  tries  to  cooperate  in  every  way  with  existing  agencies  in  the  city. 
The  Social  Service  Exchange  is  of  the  greatest  assistance  in  finding  out  what 
help  our  families  have  already  received,  and  the  Children 's  Welfare  Federa- 
tion is  also  a  valuable  source  of  information  of  all  kinds. 

During  the  past  year  many  of  the  Hospital  and  Dispensary  children  have 
been  boarded  in  the  country  with  successful  results.  Temporary  shelter 
has  also  been  found  for  babies  when  their  mothers  were  obliged  to  go  to  a 
hospital  for  treatment. 

The  Children's  Charity,  a  sub-committee  of  the  Cribside  Committee,  has 
given  the  Social  Service  Department  funds  for  emergency  cases  amounting 
to  $395,  and  the  Needlework  Guild  has  generously  sent  one  hundred  gar- 
ments to  be  used  in  the  Out-Patient  Department. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Rivoli  Theatre  two  hundred  children  were 
given  a  Christmas  party,  and  through  the  Children's  Charity  fifty  more 
children  were  given  a  similar  treat  at  the  Capitol  Theatre. 

A  generous  contribution  of  $86  from  the  Managers  enabled  Miss  Wallin 
and  Miss  Donnelly  to  send  Christmas  dinners  to  twenty -four  of  our  neediest 
families. 
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Through  Mr.  Augustus  F.  Groll  we  received  fifty  tickets  for  Christmas 
baskets,  toys  and  clothing  from  the  "Thursday  Nighters." 

The  League  of  Catholic  Women  contributed  twenty-two  layettes,  con- 
taining five  hundred  and  twenty-eight  articles  and  four  hundred  and  forty- 
one  garments  for  older  children. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Stafford  McLean  outfitted  ten  families  for  Seton  Hospital. 

The  Emergency  Tuberculosis  Relief  Committee  outfitted  thirty  families 
for  Otisville,  and  provided  100  trips  to  Coney  Island. 

Through  the  Child  Welfare  Committee  (Widows'  Pensions)  we  obtained 
pensions  for  sixteen  widows  and  increased  pensions  for  five  widows. 
Through  this  Committee  there  were  four  adoptions,  and  fifty  theatre  tickets 
and  eighty  boat  trips  were  given. 

The  Mayor's  Committee  of  Women  supplied  milk,  ice  and  coal  to  seventy 
families,  and  gave  three  hundred  boat  trips. 

Miss  Tullernan,  the  Save-a-Home  Fund,  paid  twelve  rents. 

The  Free  Shoe  Fund  contributed  seventy  pairs  of  shoes. 

Mrs.  Takamine  and  the  Cribside  Committee  continue  to  act  as  fairy 
godmothers  in  the  way  of  supplying  funds  for  milk  every  month  for  our 
families.  This  is  doubtless  one  of  the  most  beneficial  methods  we  can  adopt 
in  helping  the  babies  back  to  health.

The  usual  meetings  of  the  Lenten  Sewing  Class  were  held  at  various 
houses  kindly  offered  to  the  Class.  It  is  estimated  that  more  than  six 
hundred  garments  were  made  and  donated  to  the  Hospital.  Mrs.  Ramee 
has  added  many  names  to  her  list  of  prospective  members,  so  that  we  look 
forward  to  even  greater  results  this  Spring. 

The  Committee  has  continued  to  cooperate  with  five  other  charitable 
organizations  in  the  maintenance  of  a  Thrift  Shop  at  913  Eighth  Avenue, 
our  share  of  the  profits  for  the  year  being  $2,300. 

Through  the  untiring  efforts  of  Mrs.  Van  Tine  and  her  successor,  Mrs. 
Marsh,  the  Children's  Charity  has  accomplished  results  of  which  it  has 
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reason  to  be  proud.  It  meets  twice  each  month  with  the  social  service 
staff  of  the  Hospital.  At  these  meetings  the  Social  Service  Workers  report 
on  needy  cases,  the  Committee  deciding  on  the  cases  for  which  it  will  assume 
financial  responsibility  and  voting  the  necessary  funds.  Four  hundred 
dollars  was  raised  for  this  work  last  Summer  by  the  members  living  around 
Oyster  Bay.  The  amount  for  the  entire  year  which  the  children's  charity 
raised  is  $1,296.50. 

The  Committee,  as  usual,  paid  $250  toward  the  support  of  a  bed  for  the 
year  and  paid  half  the  salary  of  a  Social  Service  Worker,  $50  a  month,  and 
$10  a  month  for  milk  for  the  Dispensary  babies.  At  Christmas,  this 
Committee  helped  twenty-three  families.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUMMER  COMMITTEE,  BABIES'  HOSPITAL 

The  final  bus  load  of  little  children  with  nurses,  bags  and  bundles  drove 
away  from  the  Summer  Branch  of  the  Babies'  Hospital  on  September  8th 
and  five  days  later  the  Hospital  closed  and  another  season's  work  became 
history. 

It  was  a  very  successful,  happy  summer.  As  many  as  241  children  had 
received,  in  the  three  months,  treatment  and  interested  care  from  our 
interne,  Dr.  Woodson,  and  Dr.  Mersereau,  consulting  physician,  and  the 
patients  gained  from  one-half  to  six  pounds  in  weight.  The  cases  under 
observation  were  rickets,  pneumonia,  old  and  new  empyemas  and  the  under- 
nourished child. 

Our  Superintendent,  Miss  Hatton,  did  very  satisfactory  work  and  adding 
a  kindergartner,  Miss  Plathe,  to  the  staff  was  a  very  successful  innovation. 
She  took  charge  of  the  dispensary  cases,  children  from  three  to  five  years  of 
age,  who  always  come  to  us  for  a  week  or  so  each  Summer  for  a  tonic  of  coun- 
try air,  good  food  and  care. 

The  improvements  to  the  Hospital  were  an  endless  source  of  delight — 
such  as  the  enlarged  bathroom  with  its  shiny  white  walls  and  up-to-date 
equipment  of  enameled  bathtubs  for  the  babies,  small  toilet  and  washing 
sink  and  stand,  and  on  the  floor  of  the  Main  Building  the  new  parquet 
linoleum.  These  things  could  not  be  accomplished  if  it  were  not  for  the 
work  of  the  Summer  Committee  and  response  of  the  babies'  many  friends  to 
raise  the  needed  funds  to  finance  the  Hospital  and  keep  the  buildings  in 
repair. 

In  July,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Fisher,  an  afternoon  and  evening 
performance  of  tableaux  was  given  with  accompanying  readings  to  "The 
Child's  Garden  of  Verse"  and  "Old  World  Legends";  also  portraits  after 
the  Old  Masters.     The  success  of  the  entertainment  was  shown  in  the 
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receipts  which   amounted  to   $5,443.76   and  our  Summer   Subscriptions 
amounted  to  $2,435.00. 

As  Chairman  I  wish  to  express  the  thanks  of  the  Officers  and  Managers 
to  the  Hospital  Staff  and  Workers  who  helped  make  the  Summer  of  1923  a 
happy  one  for  the  "Babies."

6.  Visitors  to  the  Hospital  are  welcome  any  afternoon,  between  3  and  5.

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REPORT  OF  THE  POST-GRADUATE  COURSE  FOR  REGISTERED 

NURSES 

To  the  Directors  and  Board  of  Managers  of  The  Babies'  Hospital: 

The  six  months'  nursing  instruction  in  Pediatrics  was  continued  in  1923, 
with  a  record  of  six  completing  the  course.  We  note  with  interest  that 
those  taking  this  training  are  continuing  in  children's  work,  both  institu- 
tional and  private.  In  considering  the  following  names,  it  is  an  interesting 
fact  that  the  applicants  come  from  a  distance  and  have  been  graduated 
from  hospitals  where  the  children's  service  has  been  limited.

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REPORT  OF  AFFILIATION  WITH  TRAINING  SCHOOLS  IN 
NEW  YORK  STATE 

To  the  Directors  and  Board  of  Managers  of  The  Babies'  Hospital: 

In  May,  1923,  we  secured  affiliation  with  the  following  four  training 
schools  in  New  York  State:  The  Faxton  Hospital  and  St.  Luke's  Home 
and  Hospital,  Utica;  A.  Barton  Hepburn  Hospital,  Ogdensburg,  and  House 
of  the  Good  Samaritan,  Watertown.  In  order  to  secure  state  registra- 
tion these  schools  find  it  necessary  to  affiliate  with  children's  hospitals. 
Two  pupils  were  sent  from  each  school  for  a  three  months'  course  in 
Pediatrics.  This  will  be  a  continuous  service  of  three  months.  Pupils 
who  come  to  us  have  had  at  least  fifteen  months  in  their  own  training 
school,  and  many  of  them  have  almost  completed  their  training  before 
coming  here.  We  have  found  the  pupils  very  interested  in  their  work  and 
know  that  the  training  they  receive  will  be  a  benefit  to  the  organizations 
in  Child  Health  work.  We  appreciate  the  kindness  of  our  physicians  in 
giving  lectures  to  the  nurses.
